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Jordan To Hold 'Town Hall' Meeting With Gays

Mayor Frank Jordan will 
participate in a “Town Hall” 
meeting with San Francisco’s 
lesbian and gay community 
on Wednesday, March 24, 
from 7:30-9:30 p.m. at the 
Women’s Building, located at 
3543 18th Street. 

The “Town Hall’’ was 
prompted by a January City 
Hall meeting between the 
mayor and representatives of 
more than 40 lesbian and gay 
political groups. At that time, 


the community was still fresh¬ 
ly angry about Jordan’s 
Christmas Eve veto of Super¬ 
visor Roberta Achtenberg’s 
resolution to divest some $6 
million in city funds from the 
Bank of America. 

Other items discussed at 
the January meeting included 
women’s health care needs, 
the need for increased lobby¬ 
ing and funding for HIV and 
AIDS services, a recreation 
center for lesbian and gay 
youth, and the naming of a 
successor to Actenberg when 


she leaves her seat on the city 
board for a post in Washing¬ 
ton. 

During that meeting, Jor¬ 
dan agreed to improve his 
communication with the les¬ 
bian and gay community, to 
hold monthly meetings, and 
to hold at least one “Town 
Hall.” 

The March 24 meeting will 
include discussions of the 
Health Department AIDS 
budget, the March on Wash¬ 
ington, future lesbian and gay 
appointments to city commis¬ 


sions, and other topics, ac¬ 
cording to Kurt Barrie, a spe¬ 
cial assistant to the mayor. 

But the meeting will defi¬ 
nitely not be a public rela¬ 
tions meeting, Kenya Briggs 
of the Harvey Milk Progres¬ 
sive Democratic Club told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“The first part of the meet¬ 
ing will be for the mayor to 
give a progress report to the 
community on the different 
issues and areas of concern 
that we discussed last time. 


After that it will be an oppor¬ 
tunity for access with ques¬ 
tions and answers,” Briggs 
said. 

Briggs told the B.A.R. the 
meeting was created to allow 
more of the lesbian and gay 
community to talk about im¬ 
portant issues and needs with 
the mayor. 

“Not just activists who are 
routinely involved with City 
Hall politics, but so the com¬ 
munity can have access to the 
mayor about issues,” she 
said.V 



Operation Rescue 
Zapped By Pro- 
Choice Activists

Californians have respond¬ 
ed angrily to last week’s mur¬ 
der of a doctor outside a 
Florida women’s health clinic. 

Thursday, March 11, a ral¬ 
ly was held at Justin Herman 
Plaza in San Francisco to 
draw attention to the increas¬ 
ing violence perpetrated by 
anti-abortion forces. Over 300 
pro-choice activists were on 
hand for the rally, which re¬ 
sulted in no arrests. 

On Saturday, March 13, 
abortion rights demonstrators 
from around the state con¬ 
verged on the town of Free- 
mont, where the anti-choice 
group Operation Rescue had 
scheduled an organizing 
meeting. Pro-choice forces 
successfully prevented Opera¬ 
tion Rescue from accomplish¬ 
ing their objective of planning 
further strategy. One pro- 
choice activist, Stacy Ricci, 
was arrested on misdemeanor 


charges of assault on a police 
officer and resisting arrest. 
No anti-choice people were 
arrested. 

The next Monday, March 
15, a coalition of abortion 
rights groups held a Capitol 
news conference in Sacra¬ 
mento to demand investiga¬ 
tions into Northern California 
clinic bombings and a crack¬ 
down on the rise of right 
wing religious terrorism. 

The Freemont rally was 
called by several groups, in¬ 
cluding ACT UP, Women’s 
Action Coalition, and Bay 
Area Coalition for Our Repro¬ 
ductive Rights (BACORR). 
Pro-choice forces had ar¬ 
ranged for buses to ferry San 
Francisco and East Bay 
protesters, most if not all of 
whom were freshly outraged 
at the disturbing new tactics 
of anti-choice activists: on 
March 10, a 31-year old abor¬ 
tion foe opened fire as Dr. 
David Gunn arrived at work

at a Pensacola, Florida, wom¬ 
en’s health clinic. Gunn was 
shot in the back several times 
and died; his accused killer, 
Michael Griffin, has been 
made out as a kind of hero by 
many in the anti-choice move¬ 
ment who portray him as a 
kind of baby savior. 

Griffin’s actions, in the 


words of a press release is¬ 
sued by a group that calls it¬ 
self Missionaries to the Pre¬ 
born, “will save babies’ lives.” 
But to abortion rights 
activists such as Tracy Berlin¬ 
er at BACORR, Griffin’s ac¬ 
tions are simply “part of a 
consistent pattern we have 
seen at clinics, a pattern in 


which so-called ‘peaceful 
protest’ is soon followed by 
vandalism, arson, bombings, 
assaults, and now murder.” 

Although Operation Res¬ 
cue, the nation’s most visible 
anti-choice group, has issued a 
lukewarm condemnation of 
Griffin’s action, it will not say

D.A. Still Out for Blood 
In Wayne Bruce Lee Case

The San Francisco District 
Attorney’s office has refiled 
charges against Wayne Bruce 
Lee, a gay man who was ac¬ 
cused of attempted murder 
last October. 

A Superior Court dis¬ 
missed the attempted murder 
charges against Lee earlier 
this month, but the District 
Attorney’s office has now an¬ 
nounced it will persue lesser 
— albeit still serious — felony 
assault charges stemming 
from the 1992 incident, in 
which Lee allegedly sprayed 
four police officers with his 
HIV-infected blood intention¬ 
ally after they intervened in 
his attempted suicide. 

Lee denies police allega¬ 
tions that he threatened to in¬ 
fect the officers during the al¬ 
tercation, and told the Bay 
Area Reporter he wished 
District Attorney Arlo 
Smith’s office would just drop 
the matter and let him get on 
with his life. 

“Basically, this has been a 
nightmare. I never said I 
wanted to infect them. I told

them that maybe if they were 
infected with this disease that 
they’d understand,” Lee said 
of his suicide attempt. 

Lee says the incident, cul¬ 
minating in his arrest on the 
corner of Laguna and Hayes 
streets after he unsuccessfully 
attempted to inject drain 
cleaner into his arm and suc¬ 
ceeded in putting his fist 
through a window, was “a 
nightmare.” 

“I think it was handled 
badly, by them and by me. I 


was upset. I’m sure they were 
frightened,” Lee said. 

The District Attorney’s de¬ 
cision to prosecute on assault 
charges — the original charges 
filed against Lee, but later up¬ 
graded to attempted murder— 
“sets a bad policy for people 
with HIV infection,” said a 
spokesman for ACT UP/San 
Francisco. 

San Francisco police offi¬ 
cers routinely come into con¬ 
tact with bodily fluids such as 
blood, the ACT UP spokes¬ 
man told the B.A.R., and any 
person with HIV in a situa¬ 
tion where they were bleed¬ 
ing could face similar charges. 

Lee, who has applied for 
federal Social Security dis¬ 
ability income, said that he 
would just like the matter to 
drop. 

“What they are saying that 
I said just isn’t true. I’d just 
like to be left alone,” he said. 

Lee returns to court on 
March 30 for arraignment and 
re-booking on the felony as¬ 
sault charges He is expected 
to be released on his own rec¬ 
ognizance until a trial date is 
set in the case. T 


AB 2601 Brochure Available

A brochure advising les¬ 
bians and gays in California 
of their legal rights under AB 
2601, which bans anti-gay job 
discrimination, is available 
from the National Center For 
Lesbian Rights. 

The measure, signed into 
law last September by Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson, outlaws em¬ 
ployment discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orientation. 

The brochure answers 14 
common questions regarding 
the law — from the exact 
wording of the section added 
to the State Labor Code that 
bans anti-gay job bias, to 
whether the provisions cover 


transgender discrimination or 
job applicants as well as em¬ 
ployees, and whether AB 
2601 prohibits discrimination 
in other areas in addition to 
employment, such as housing. 

The brochure also pro¬ 
vides information on which 
state agencies to file discrim¬ 
ination complaints with, how 
to file discrimination com¬ 
plaints, the statutes of limita¬ 
tions for filing complaints, 
and other invaluable informa¬ 
tion for anyone who is consid¬ 
ering seeking relief under AB 
2601 for anti-gay job bias. 

The brochure also spells 
out which employers may be 
exempt from provisions of 
the legislation, including em¬ 


ployers with less than five 
employees and religious orga¬ 
nizations. 

NCLR was organized in 
1977 as the Lesbian Rights 
Project. The lesbian-feminist 
multicultural legal resource 
center provides legal services 
to lesbians and legal advocacy 
around employment, military, 
housing, child custody, donor 
insemination, adoption, con¬ 
stitutional rights, and other 
lesbian rights issues.

San Frandsco Gets 
Big New AIDS Facility

The second largest AIDS 
research unit in the United 
States, the Gladstone Institute 
of Virology and Immunology 
at San Francisco General 
Hospital, will be formally 
dedicated on April 19. 

A $28 million grant to cov¬ 
er the first four years’ operat¬ 
ing expenses has been provid¬ 
ed by the J. David Gladstone 
Institutes, as was a $4 million 
grant from the University of 
California, San Francisco. 

An additional $12 million 
was provided by state funds 
for construction of the two- 
floor site in a previously exist¬ 
ing SFGH building. As a 
Statewide Molecular Biolo- 
gy/AIDS Research Center, the 
Institute includes 27,000 
square feet of laboratories, 
conference rooms, and offices, 


and will concentrate on basic 
AIDS research. 

“We have an unprecedent¬ 
ed opportunity to study HIV, 
with five different research 
groups each complementing 
one another. We are trying to 
understand in exquisite detail 
how this virus works,” said 
Director Warner C. Greene, 
M.D 

Investigators at the Insti¬ 
tute will use molecular, bio¬ 
logical, and immunological 
approaches to basic scientific 
research into HIV disease and 
AIDS, with the goal of rapid¬ 
ly developing effective anti¬ 
retroviral drugs and safe and 
effective vaccines. 

The Institute presently 
employs 45 people, including 
24 scientists and 13 research 
associates. 


Research currently under¬ 
way at the site includes the 
development of a “vaccine 
cocktail,” a single sugar cube 
which could provide immuni¬ 
ty to many diseases, including 
AIDS, by combining them 
with the 30-year-old Sabin po¬ 
lio vaccine: a study of the bi¬ 
ological factors in heterosexu¬ 
al transmission of HIV in 
Uganda; and the search for 
the protein that researchers 
believe is essential to the 
growth and spread of HIV. 

The Institute of Virology 
and Immunology is part of 
the J. David Gladstone Insti¬ 
tutes, a charitable trust creat¬ 
ed under the will of the late J. 
David Gladstone, a Los Ange¬ 
les shopping center developer. 
They also include the Glad¬ 
stone Institute of Cardiovascu¬ 
lar Disease at SFGH. ▼

SF Declares 'State of Emergency,' 
Initiates Needle Exchange Policy

Mayor Frank Jordan ful¬ 
filled a campaign promise on 
March 15 by ordering a state 
of local emergency and direct¬ 
ing the San Francisco Health 
Department to implement a 
needle exchange program tar¬ 
geting high AIDS risk injec¬ 
tion drug users. 

The city-sponsored pro¬ 
gram will continue the work 
of Prevention Point, an un¬ 
derground needle exchange 
program currently operated 
by 50 volunteers who dis¬ 
tribute more than 15,000 nee¬ 
dles a week among the city’s 
injection drug users as part of 
an AIDS risk reduction and 
prevention campaign. 

“In undertakingthis action, 
San Francisco once again is 
demonstrating strong leader¬ 
ship in the fight against 
AIDS,” said Jordan. “The dec¬ 
laration fulfills resolutions 
adopted by the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors and the Health 
Commission and will allow 
Prevention Point to continue 
its life-saving work with injec¬ 
tion drug users in San Fran¬ 
cisco.” 

“I am confident that this 
measure has the strong sup¬ 
port of all San Franciscans 
dedicated to ending the HIV 
epidemic in our city,” he said. 

Jordan made the statement 
at a March 15 press confer¬ 
ence attended by members of 
Prevention Point, the Board 
of Supervisors, the Health 
Department, and other offi¬ 
cials. 

“Without these city funds, 
Prevention Point would not 
be able to continue to meet 
the growing demand for our 
services,” said George Clark, 
the group’s coordinator. 

Clark lauded Jordan for his 
courage and commitment to 
needle exchange as an AIDS 
risk reduction prevention 
campaign. Jordan announced 
his support for the program 
during his tenure as police 
chief and has been vocal in 
his support for such programs 
as a member of the U.S. Con¬ 
ference of Mayors and a law 
enforcement expert. 

Jordan has instructed the 
Department of Public Health 
to enter into a contract with 
Prevention Point to give 
them the necessary funds to 
operate needle exchange and 
other education and preven¬ 
tion efforts for intravenous 
drug users, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter learned from Jordan’s 
acting press secretary Staci 
Walters. 

“The scientific evidence is 
incontrovertible. Needle ex¬ 
change does no harm. It does 
not encourage further in¬ 
travenous drug use. Rather, 
needle exchange programs do 
good. They help curb the 
spread of AIDS and give us 
vital contact with a popula¬ 
tion which has poor access to 
health care,” said Health De¬ 
partment Director Ray Bax¬ 
ter during the press confer¬ 
ence. 

Baxter said that almost 14 
percent of San Francisco’s 
15,000 AIDS cases overall — 
and half of the 300 women 
with AIDS in the city — are 
linked to injection drug use, 
and that about 15 percent of 
the city’s 16,000 injection drug 
users \are HIV-positive. 

Injection drug users are 
the second largest group at 


risk for HIV, and the primary 
source of of heterosexual, fe¬ 
male, and perinatal transmis¬ 
sion in California, the United 
State, and Europe. 

Citing a 1990 study by 
Yale University researchers 
and the New Haven, Con¬ 
necticut, Health Department, 
which showed a 33 percent 
reduction in the rate of HIV 
infection among injection 
drugs users involved in a 
New Haven needle exchange 
program, Baxter said the evi¬ 
dence that such programs re¬ 
duce HIV transmission “is 
overwhelming.” 

The declaration of emer¬ 
gency was necessary for the 
city to sanction the Preven¬ 
tion Point program, because 
the possession of syringes 
without prescription is 
against state law. The declara¬ 
tion of emergency allows the 
mayor to order the Health 
Department to take whatever 
steps are necessary to reduce 
the AIDS risk as it overrides 


the state ban on non-pre¬ 
scription possession of 
needles. 

“We fully realize the limit¬ 
ed scope of today’s action and 
will continue to work aggres¬ 
sively for passage of state leg¬ 
islation that will give all Cal¬ 
ifornia communities the op¬ 
tion to implement a needle 
exchange prevention strate¬ 
gy,” said San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation Executive Direc¬ 
tor Pat Christen. 

AB 260, a measure by As¬ 
sembly Speaker Willie Brown 
to legalize a statewide needle 
exchange pilot program as 
part of a comprehensive plan 
of AIDS prevention and edu¬ 
cation among injection drug 
users, including condom dis¬ 
tribution and priority access 
to drug treatment programs, 
was vetoed by Governor Pete 
Wilson last year. The mea¬ 
sure was introduced again this 
year. 

“The governor’s legal af¬ 
fairs office is reviewing the le¬ 


gal basis for the legal action,” 
a spokesman for Wilson told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “As 
far as any comment, the gov¬ 
ernor referred to his veto 
message last September. Gov¬ 
ernor Wilson is concerned 
that without clear and convic- 
ing evidence that needle ex¬ 
change programs do in fact 
reduce the risk of AIDS, that 
they endanger the credibility 
of ongoing law enforcement 
anti-drug efforts.” 

According to his press of¬ 
fice, Wilson vetoed Brown’s 
legislation and a similar mea¬ 
sure by Diane Watson (D-LA) 
last September “because he 


wanted to wait until an April 
study of the effectiveness of 
needle exchange programs to 
be released by the federal 
Centers For Disease Control.” 

The proposed $138,000 city 
contract with Prevention 
Point was approved by the 
Health Commission on March 
16. The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation HIV Prevention 
Project will act as fiscal agent 
for the funds. 

The Board of Supervisors 
was required to ratify the dec¬ 
laration of emergency and did 
so unanimously on March 
15. ▼

A Visual Solution to the 
Problems of Artists with AIDS

Vouchers redeemable for 
art supplies at more than 15 
participating Bay Area art 
and photo stores are available 
for professional artists with 
disabling ARC, AIDS, or oth¬ 
er life threatening illnesses. 

The vouchers, worth $250 
each, are available on a quar¬ 
terly basis from Visual AIDS, 
the nonprofit group that helps 
painters, sculptors, graphic 
designers, photographers, and 
other working artists to con¬ 
tinue their art. 

Funds for the project, 
which has already given 
vouchers to 116 professional 
artists, come from philan¬ 
thropic foundations, private 
donations, and other sources, 
according to Wayne Salazar, 
the group’s executive direc¬ 
tor. 

The grant program is a big 
success, Salazar told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“People are really thrilled 
by it. They feel it really hits 
the mark, that it helps out in 
the best way. The grant pro¬ 
gram was developed as the 
result of a needs assessment 
by the founding members of 
Visual AIDS,” Salazar said. 
“Artists couldn’t afford to buy 
art supplies in the facing of 
escalating medical costs asso¬ 
ciated with their illness.” 

Visual AIDS will also 
shortly open up an Art Bank 
at the site of the Project Open 


Hand Food Bank, where 
artists will be able to obtain 
donated art supplies. 

“They will be able to ob¬ 
tain everything from paint 
and paper to cameras and re¬ 
production equipment,” 
Salazar said. 

The materials will be free, 
but art equipment will be on 
a loan basis. 

The next Visual AID grant 
cycle deadline is June 15. 
Artists interested in partici¬ 
pating must submit two let¬ 


ters of reference, a resume, a 
letter from their physician di¬ 
agnosing AIDS or other life 
threatening medical condi¬ 
tion, and slides of their work. 

“The idea is to assist work¬ 
ing professional artists whose 
career has been affected by 
serious illness,” Salazar said. 

The program has expand¬ 
ed to reach artists in all Bay 
Area counties.

It's Filipino AIDS 
Awareness Week

According to an analysis of 
1990 census data, about 20 
million people living in the 
United States are foreign- 
born. Of those, Mexicans are 
on top of the list, with almost 
4.3 million, followed by Fil¬ 
ipinos, who number about 
913,000. The rate of Filipino 
immigration to America in¬ 
creases by an estimated 
50,000 each year, with a very 
large percentage settling in 
California. In San Francisco 
alone, Filipinos constitute 
about six percent of the total 
population. 

Not all is well in this grow¬ 
ing number. Since AIDS 
surveillance in San Francisco 
began in 1981, Filipinos have 
remained on top of the list of 
AIDS cases among Asians 
and Pacific Islanders (APIs). 
As of the end of 1992, the San 
Francisco Department of 
Public Health reports that of 
the total AIDS cases among 
APIs, 39.1 percent are Fil¬ 
ipino. Of the total Filipino 
AIDS cases, about 80 percent 
are among gay and bisexual 
men. 

In an effort to focus 
greater attention on the threat 
of HIV and AIDS among Fil¬ 
ipinos in San Francisco, May¬ 
or Frank Jordan last week 
signed a proclamation declar¬ 
ing March 22-29 1993 as Fil¬ 
ipino AIDS Awareness Week. 
Information reaching City 
Hall from a 1990 randomized' 
household behavioral study 
indicates a disturbing lack of 
knowledge about HIV and 


AIDS among Filipinos in San 
Francisco, especially among 
those who have only recently 
arrived. Another survey con¬ 
ducted among San Francis¬ 
co’s gay and bisexual commu¬ 
nities of color in 1991 also 
showed that despite a high 
level of AIDS knowledge, the 
incidence of at-risk sexual be¬ 
havior among Filipinos is 
high. 

Both the mainstream and 
Filipino communities have 
been deeply involved in try¬ 
ing to address the cultural 
and language issues that are 
seen as barriers to effective 
AIDS education among Fil¬ 
ipinos. The AIDS Hotline of 
the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation answers calls in 
three languages, one of them 
Filipino — but the Filipino 
hotline itself has the capabil¬ 
ity to answer calls in six other 
Filipino dialects. 

In recent months, the Fil¬ 
ipino Task Force on AIDS 
(FTFA) has been holding pub¬ 
lic forums known a Pinoy 
Positive Panel,” a speakers’ 
bureau composed of Filipinos 
or their partners who have 
HIV or AIDS. The panel took 
at least a couple of years be¬ 
fore it got off the ground be¬ 
cause it was almost consid- 
• ered taboo to come out in 
public about being HIV-posi¬ 
tive. Risk-reduction work¬ 
shops among gay and bisexu¬ 
al men, as well as health fairs 
for the general Filipino com¬ 
munity, were also among the 
strategies used by FTFA to 
increase AIDS awareness 
among Filipinos. 


As in most other communi¬ 
ties in the Bay Area, behav¬ 
ioral risks for HIV infection 
are evident among the youth 
in the Filipino community. 
Last Sunday, results of a peer 
survey of Filipino teenagers 
living in Vallejo were re¬ 
leased to the public. The sur¬ 
vey, conducted by 20 Filipino 
youth interns, revealed that 
one in four Filipino-American 
teenagers has experimented 
with taking illicit drugs, and 
three in four have tried alco¬ 
hol. . 

Additionally, of those who 
said they engage in sexual in¬ 
tercourse, nearly half admit¬ 
ted not having used a condom 
the last time they had sex. 
Ironically, all 254 respondents 
indicated that they knew sex 
without condoms was one of 
the main ways of HIV trans¬ 
mission. The survey was or¬ 
ganized by the Vallejo Fil¬ 
ipino Task Force and spon¬ 
sored by Vallejo’s “Fighting 
Back” Partnership, acity-wide 
program to combat substance 
abuse. 

Other San Francisco AIDS 
organizations that help to ad¬ 
dress the gap in AIDS aware¬ 
ness in the Filipino communi¬ 
ty include the Asian AIDS 
Project, GAPA Community 
HIV Project, and Westbay 
Filipino Multicultural Ser¬ 
vices. In Alameda County, the 
Filipinos for Affirmative Ac¬ 
tion is deeply involved in 
AIDS education especially 
among the youth, as well as 
among gay and bisexual 
men.V

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Being Right — And Far Right 

Sometimes we really hate being right. 

Two weeks ago, when we wrote about burgeoning religious 
terrorism in America, we were a lot more correct than we ever 
expected. Now that the wackos in Waco are clearly deter¬ 
mined to stay in their compound until Good Friday, when 
David Koresh can come running out, guns a’blazin’ — thereby 
following the example of Jesus Christ in at least one small way; 

Now that anti-choice weirdo Michael Griffin is in a Florida 
court on charges that he shot a doctor in the back because they 
disagreed on politics — no, strike that: they disagreed on 
whether men like Griffin have the right to control the bodies 
of complete strangers simply because those strangers are wom¬ 
en; 

Now that a defense fund was set up for Griffin within two 
hours of the shooting — and, some say, even before; and 

Now that we know that religious zealotry is an opiate to 
which far too many Americans have become addicted, we wait 
to see how clearly the danger is perceived. It may be time for 
the government to declare war on that drug. 

And isn’t it also time for the GOP establishment figures' 
who fostered the fundies while they festered away, to publicly 
apologize to the women of America? Yes, it is. Not that they 
will, of course, because they, too, are hooked on the very 
strong opiate of power. 

The fanatical idiots who push their vision of a deity that is 
made in their image, rather than the other way around, envi¬ 
sion a God that is cruel, banal, selfish, and — honestly — a little 
pathetic. We hope they get what they say they want: an eter¬ 
nity with a deity just like that. 

The Shanti Question 

On a different subject, we reluctantly turn to Shanti. We are 
distressed at the level of incompetence that has been revealed 
there — at least, we hope it was incompetence rather than 
something worse — and more than a little disturbed that the 
call has gone out that Shanti needs an infusion of fresh cash. 

In fact, the B.A.R. (like several other papers) has received 
a copy of a letter that the Reverend Jim Mitulski of Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church sent Shanti along with “a personal 
check as an expression of ... gratitude for past service and of 
confidence in the future of Shanti Project.” 

Obviously, the good Reverend can spend his personal 
checks on whatever he likes, but we are a little put off, partic¬ 
ularly that he also says he “asked members of the congregation 
to respond personally in whatever way is appropriate to their 
situation.” 

Yes, of course, the organization has been invaluable during 
the pandemic. In fact, we can state it even more clearly than 
that: Shanti has saved the lives of our friends and lovers. We 
cannot overstress the value of that. 

But no, the money that is raised to refuel Shanti now is not 
free. That is money that would otherwise be pumped else¬ 
where in the AIDS economy. Now whatever group would 
have gotten those checks will not, which will cause them to 
scramble for funds they might not have otherwise had to wor¬ 
ry about. Conversely, if the money was headed for Shanti any¬ 
way, it is a band-aid for the organization and not a treatment 
for the PWAs that comprise the reason for the organization. 

We suspect we’re getting oblique here, so we’ll cut to the 
chase. 

We have friends who are now sick and dying, who have 
been told they must wait for services, who have been told 
funds for programs are no longer available, and who have 
learned the hard way that they have to be strong enough to 
take up the slack that groups — like Shanti; including Shanti 
— can’t afford to take up for them. 

As one PWA told us recently, “We in the community start¬ 
ed those organizations years ago for those who needed them. 
Now that we who have lived this long need them, they’ve 
dried up.” 

He was too weak to bother to say it isn’t fair. And he didn’t 
need to. 

We hope Shanti gets its accounting squared away very soon 
so it can return to the work it is supposed to do: helping peo¬ 
ple like our sick friend before it is simply too late. ▼ 



Surviving Visibility

Not so long ago, a mention of homosexual¬ 
ity in the media was a special occasion. Now, 
thanks in part to our new president and in part 
to our own hard work, everywhere are articles 
or TV shows about “gays in the military,” “the 
gay family,” and “gay power.” 

So why am I exhausted rather than thrilled? 
Isn’t all this publicity, all this recognition, what 
we have always wanted? Well, not exactly. It is 
amazing to turn on the radio and immediately 
hear words about gays. It is wonderful to 
change the channel on the TV and see Keith 
Meinhold (bless his heroic heart) explain why 
he risked his Navy career to come out of the 
closet. It is satisfying to see the word “gay” in 
newspaper headlines, on the first page, above 
the fold. 

But what are most of these articles and 
shows really about? Who is defining the de¬ 
bate? 

My friend Jayne summed it up neatly when 
talking about “Gay in the ’90s: Sex, Power, and 
Influence,” which was on the TV show First 
Person. “These shows aren’t about us,” Jayne 
said. “They’re about straight people’s reactions 
to us.” Indeed, from our point of view, a better 
title would have been “Gay in the ’90s: Loving, 
Working, and Hoping.” 

As “experts” explain the importance of big¬ 
oted soldiers’ morale, why does no reporter ask 
about lesbian and gay soldiers’ morale? When 
those same “experts” presume all gays are 
rapists, why do few writers ask for proof? And 
why do so many TV anchors pronounce the 
words gay, lesbian, and homosexual as though 
they’re discussing a disease? Well, we know 
why, don’t we? 

Reporters don’t often care about us. They 
interview lesbians and gay men who fit the 
profile they’re trying to present, but they never 
explore the range of opinions that we in the 
gay community struggle with constantly. Nor 


do they scratch the surface of what it really 
means to be lesbian or gay in the United 
States. They don’t grasp that every single one 
of us who comes out of the closet is a major 
hero. They don’t really get it that the lesbian 
or gay man who is open on TV risks her or his 
job, home, and life. There’s often an air of na¬ 
ture documentary (“look at this odd species”) in 
coverage of gay people. We’re always the “oth¬ 
er.” 

Beside reporters, we have to deal with “av¬ 
erage people.” The worst is turning on the ra¬ 
dio and hearing some asshole say, “I love the 
sinner but all homosexuals are going to burn in 
hell throughout eternity with blistering skin 
and God invented AIDS to rid the world of 
this scourge and queers shouldn’t be let near 
children and they’re all disgusting perverts.” 
Although we know that people who rant like 
this are nuts, it’s still chilling to experience 
their hatred and to know that they vote. 

In Easy Travel to Other Planets, a novel by 
Ted Mooney, people are occasionally taken 
away jabbering from “information sickness.” 
But we are suffering from more than informa¬ 
tion overload; we are suffering from insulting 
information and hateful information and not- 
quite-accurate information. Just as rotten food 
can make us ill, so can rotten news. 

Information sickness leads to yelling at the 
TV, as my lover and I do, or bursting into tears 
listening to the radio, as my friend Colleen did, 
or feeling like your head is spinning, as we all 
do. But there are treatments for information 
sickness. 

First of all, we must come out of the closet 
even further than we are already. No one can 
attest to our humanity as we can, simply by be¬ 
ing ourselves. (To those of you so closeted that 
you lack gay friends: for your own sanity, come 
out! This hatred in the air is much easier to 
survive when you can talk to people who un¬ 
derstand and share what you’re experiencing.) 

The second treatment is personally to im-

U.S. Senate All-Powerful? 

The B.A.R.’s March 11 issue once again repeats the 
myth that the U.S. Senate has the power, by 51 votes, 
to continue the exclusion of known homosexuals from 
the ranks of the U.S. military. I suppose it is unimpor¬ 
tant whether Chai Feldblum of the Campaign for 
Military Service actually told your reporter this, or 
whether there was only a misunderstanding. 

Section 8 of Article I of the U.S. Constitution gives 
the Congress, which includes the Senate and the 
House of Representatives, acting in concert and with 
the approval of the President, the power to “make 
Rules for the Government and Regulation of the land 
and naval forces ...” According to the Constitution, 
should both houses pass, by majority vote, such a 
regulation and should the president disapprove it 
within 10 days after it is presented to him, it does not 
become law unless repassed by both houses by a 2 A 
margin. 

Of the two houses, the Senate can be expected to 
be the more hostile to human rights for homosexuals 
because, under the Constitution, it gives equal 
representation to each state in the Union. This means 
that the “know-nothing” attitudes that prevail in states 
like Colorado and North Carolina are given much 
greater proportional representation in the Senate than 
are the prevailing educated attitudes in the more 
cosmopolitan and more populated states such as 
California, New York or Illinois. 

In the House, however, we have proportional 
representation, that is: “one man, one vote.” This body 
can be expected to be far more supportive of the social 
agenda of the Clinton administration. If more than */3 
of the House of Representatives can be persuaded to 
oppose Congressional meddling in what has been 
historically the prerogative of our commander-in¬ 
chief, then President Clinton has a moral obligation 
to make good on his campaign promise. 

Furthermore, we can hope that he would see the 
moral imperative in its proper perspective and move 
ahead regardless of Congress. This would force the 
other side, assuming they were able to override his 
veto, to seek a constiutional showdown that the 
Supreme Court, because of its longtime precedents 
regarding “political questions,” would refuse to ad¬ 
judicate. We’ve been there before during the Lincoln 
and Lyndon Johnson administrations (and probably 
others that escape me). I doubt the president would 
have any reason to fear impeachment by a Democratic 
Congress over the issue. At the least, he could rescind 
the gay ban in the Air Force, since the Constitution 
gives Congress no specific power to regulate that 
service! 

B.A.R. readers should be urged to encourage their 
friends and families, gay and straight, in suburban and 
rural areas, to write to their U.S. representatives on 
this matter. It is probably by these potential swing- 
votes that the matter will be decided. 

The B.A.R. and other gay-friendly media can also 
help the cause by focusing attention on what seems 
to me is the slim historical precedent for Congress 
usurping the prerogative of the president on policies 
effecting the good order and morale of the armed ser¬ 
vices. I seem to recall that even the criminal conduct 
codes were subject only to executive control until the 
enactment of the Uniform Code of Military Justice 
after World War II. Has the B.A.R. access to any 
researchers?

If we were 
humanely to accept immigration by Haitians or any 
other group of people who are HIV-positive, our health 
would not be endangered. 

The real disease, spread so ably by Senator Helms 
and his colleagues, is a sickness of spirit and a national 
failure of generosity and common decency. We all, like 
Jesse Helms, show these signs of spiritual, crippling 
and the selfish denial of the noblest elements in the 
American democratic tradition. The King of Brob- 
dingnag, after listening to Gilliver’s description of 
18th-Century England reached this conclusion: 

... by what I have gathered... I cannot but conclude 
the bulk of your natives to be the most pernicious race 
of little odious vermin that nature ever suffered to 
crawl upon the surface of the earth. (Gulliver’s Travels, 
Chapter VI). 

His Majesty, were he to view 20th Century America, 
might judge the Senator a worthy representative of 
our “little odious vermin.”

Signed Language Definitely Preferred 

Many thanks for some much-needed attention to the 
queer deaf community (Marv. Shaw, Feb. 25 B.A.R..) 
There are some points in the article, however, that 
should be clarified. 

The first point is that although my name was iden¬ 
tified correctly in the photograph at the Deaf Gay & 
Lesbian Center (DGLC), it should be stated that I am 
not deaf. I am a third-year student in the American 
Sign Language (ASL) program at Vista College in 
Berkeley, a volunteer at DGLC and am fortunate to 
have gained the friendship of the gay deaf people here 
in San Francisco. 

As a hearing/speaking person, I cannot honestly 
presume to know “what it’s like” to be deaf or to speak 
on their behalf. Nonetheless, I have learned something 
about deaf people through my personal contacts with 
them and I would like to share some of that. 

The needs and activities of this particular minority- 
within-a-minority must be actively sought out and 
publicized, I feel, since they tend to be doubly 
marginalized. 

An essential problem with the article’s outlook is 
that it focuses on Dwayne West’s medical deafness but 
not on his cultural deafness. Deaf people typically 
identify themselves as such through their use of 
American Sign Language and through their primary 
relationship with others in the deaf community, ac¬ 
cording to the excellent book, Deaf in America by deaf 
authors Carol Padden and Tom Humphries. 

Most deaf people that I know dislike lipreading and 
prefer using ASL, unlike Mr. West. Use of ASL is con¬ 
sidered a primary identifying characteristic of deaf 
Americans. It is important to recognize that deaf peo¬ 
ple have their own unique language and culture. In 
fact, I personally have found ASL to be as fully ex¬ 
pressive as my native English and feel strongly that 
signed language can express as much as spoken 
language.

(Willie) Brown for Governor? 


W hile it hcis been one 
of Sacramento’s 
worst kept secrets 
for months now 
that state Treasurer 
Kathleen Brown, sister of one 
former California governor 
and the daughter of another, 
plans to run for that very 
same job next year, the real 
guessing game going on from 
Washington to Los Angeles to 
San Francisco to the state 
capitol this week is: What is 
the other Brown — yes, that 
one — Willie Brown up to? 
Leading a contingent of Cali¬ 
fornia lawmakers to Washing¬ 
ton a couple of weeks ago, the 
enigmatic assembly speaker 
received as much, if not more, 
attention than any of Bill 
Clinton’s cabinet members. 
Brown made the rounds from 
high-priced hotels to posh 
restaurants to the offices of 
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many of Washington’s most 
powerful shakers and movers, 
riding in a half-block-long 
stretch limo, surrounded by 
his entourage of cellular 
phone-toting advance men, 
acting for all the world like 
the national political figure he 
has become. 

Jesse Jackson had to be 
cringing with envy watching 
all the attention California’s 
Brown was getting as he 
raced from network television 
shows to yet more power 
meetings. While officially on 
a bipartisan trip with more 
than 50 state legislators to 
lobby the Clinton administra¬ 
tion and Congress for federal 
funds to revive this state’s 
economy, even the announce¬ 
ment while he was in Wash¬ 
ington that the Pentagon 
planned to close down half of 
the state’s military, meaning 
California would lose more 
than 200,000 jobs, seemed not 
to dampen the whirlwind at¬ 
tention Brown was getting. 

Brown, not an early sup¬ 
porter of the Clinton presi¬ 
dential candidacy, was clearly 
trying to develop cozy ties 
with the new Democratic ad¬ 
ministration (it was, in fact, 
less than a year ago when the 
speaker last was in Washing¬ 
ton that he publicly advocated 
that Democrats maybe should 
consider drafting Ross Perot 
as their presidential nominee) 
and his talent for publicity 
grabbing aside, most Wash¬ 
ington insiders don’t think 
Bill Clinton owes a hell of a 
lot to Willie Brown. 

Dianne Feinstein apparent¬ 
ly continues to be the Califor¬ 
nian the new president con¬ 
tinues to consult, on nearly 
every state issue, along with a 
couple of Los Angeles 
lawyers that were with the 
Clinton campaign from the 
beginning. No sooner did- 
Brown, however, return from 
a highly successful public re¬ 
lations trip in Washington 
than a prominent activist, Al¬ 
ice Huffman, the political di¬ 
rector of the California Teach¬ 
er’s Assn., and a close friend 
of the speaker, announced she 
was launching a campaign to 
draft Brown for governor. 

Would Huffman, a long¬ 
time Brown ally, have done 
this without the approval of 
Brown himself? Those who 
know Willie best say no, she 
would certainly have not, al¬ 
though, naturally, Alice Huff¬ 
man insisted that the boomlet 
went aloft without either the 
speaker’s knowledge or con¬ 
sent. Yeah, right. 

Brown himself responded 
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to the “Draft Willie” move¬ 
ment by saying “if there was 
a draft that came along and 
sufficiently had the security 
of my being able to win as I 
have won the speakership, I’d 
have to consider it.” You bet 
on it. 

Unless the state’s term lim¬ 
its initiative is reversed, 
Brown will be forced to leave 
the Assembly and his speak¬ 
ership by 1996, and Willie 
Brown is married to politics. 
While some political prognos¬ 
ticators in Sacramento were 
brushing aside any talk of a 
serious Willie Brown run for 
governor this week, others 
were saying don’t be sur¬ 
prised if he jumps into this 
thing headfirst. There is not a 
lot of love between the speak¬ 
er and the supposed frontrun¬ 
ner for the Democratic nomi 
nation, Kathleen Brown. 

The Willie for governor 
talk could keep major 
Democrats from jumping on 
Kathleen’s bandwagon this 
early, and although the prima¬ 
ry is still nearly 14 months 
away, the state treasurer and 
Insurance Commissioner John 
Garamendi are the only two 
being talked of (although Leo 
McCarthy would like some to 
be talking of him) as a candi¬ 
date) and Willie clearly loves 
keeping the pot stirred. 

I wouldn’t bet the mort¬ 
gage on it, but I say the guy 
gets in the race. 

The speaker clearly dis¬ 
likes Pete Wilson (the budget 
morass last year made them 
bitter political enemies) and a 
recent job performance poll 
conducted only last month by 
the highly respected Field 
Poll showed Brown faring 
better than the governor, and 
this, in particular, has not 
gone unnoticed by the ambi¬ 
tious speaker. While even 
Willie Brown knows that 
opinion poll results this far in 
advance of an election are to 
be taken lightly, the poll 
showed that 44 percent of the 
respondents rated Wilson’s 
job record as poor or very, 
poor to only 29 percent for 
Brown; in contrast the speak¬ 
er got a 30 percent good/ex¬ 
cellent score to Wilson’s low¬ 
er 25 percent. Supporters of 
both Kathleen Brown and 
John Garamendi are brushing 
off the Willie-for-governor 
talk as “Willie being Willie, 
always creating political mis¬ 
chief,” but don’t be surprised 
if Willie Brown, with a little 
nudging from some political 
friends who are playing this 
one close to the chest, gets in 
this thing. It would sure be a 
lot more exciting than Watch¬ 
ing Kathleen and Garamendi 
for the next year or so.

quietly agree with keeping 
the ban on immigrants carry¬ 
ing the HIV virus; the argu¬ 
ment, of course, is that we al¬ 
ready have too many HIV-in¬ 
fected citizens to let the U.S.

hospital for the rest of the 
world’s AIDS cases; this ban 
will stand because Clinton 
sees the numbers, but will in¬ 
sist that HIV infected persons 
can come to this country for 
limited time periods, etc. 

LA television commenta¬ 
tor/newsman Bill Press looks 
like an easy winner in the 
contest to become the next 
state Demo chairperson at the 
party’s state convention in 
Sacramento next month; les¬ 
bian/activist Jean Harris 
should become the party’s 
statewide secretary, and long¬ 
time gay political activist 
Robert Barnes is expected to 
end up as a co-chair of the 
party’s lesbian/gay political 
caucus. 

And why is anyone sur¬ 
prised that the SF Republi¬ 
can County Central Commit¬ 
tee voted down a proposal to 
endorse lifting the ban against 
gays and lesbians in the mili¬ 
tary? 

No one is politically stupid 
enough to believe for a mo¬ 
ment that Leon Panetta, Bill 
Clinton’s new director of the 
White House Office of Man¬ 
agement and Budget didn’t 
pull some strings to save the 
Defense Language Institute in 
his old congressional district 
from closing when the de¬ 
fense base closures were an¬ 
nounced last week; and you 
can’t blame him one bit. 

Meanwhile, it is only too 
obvious that Representative 
Ron Dellums’s career-long 
trashing of Defense budgets 
and his continual calling for 
major cuts in Pentagon spend¬ 
ing helped him little (it came 
back to haunt him to be sure) 
when it came time to close all 
the military bases in his East 
Bay district; you can’t have it 
both ways, Mr. Congressman. 

State Senator Quentin 
Kopp introduced a bill last 
week that would prohibit lo¬ 
cal elected officials’ salaries 
from being more than the 
$114,000 annual salary paid to 
the governor. 

Celeb gossip: k. d. lang’s 
date on Grammy night recent¬ 
ly was one of my favorite peo¬ 
ple: Martina Navratilova, and 
what a great couple they 
make. 

And Basic Instinct star 
Sharon Stone dropped her 
guard last week to admit to a 
Hollywood reporter that she 
once “got bored with men 
and dated a woman — once”; 
she told Vanity Fair that 
“men can be annoying” and 
says, “once in a while you 
hope that oh God! - maybe 
there could be an alternative. 
Unfortunately for me, there 
isn’t,” adding that she has a 
lot of good female friends 
“but has banned them as 
lovers” (and aren’t you really 
glad you read this far?).

“I’m a fast writer,” he says, 
with a smile and a shrug. 

Between Little Rock and a 
Hard Place, Mecca’s new 
book on the contemporary 
gay and lesbian movement 
and Clinton’s rise to the pres¬ 
idency, is the just-published 
item in question. In it, Mecca 
uses his many years as a jour¬ 
nalist and lefty activist to ex¬ 
amine the uneasy alliance be¬ 
tween queer activism and the 
presidential campaign. 

Initially approached in 
mid-December by the small 
Portland-based Williams Pub¬ 
lishing, Mecca decided to do 
the book “because the topic 
interested me, the money was 
good, and it gave me a foot in 
the door of the publishing 
world.” He hopes his novel, 
which is already completed in 
manuscript form, will be next 
on the roster. 

To start the project, Mecca 
compiled a two-foot-tall stack 
of newspapers and magazines, 
ranging from the New York 
Times to the New Republic, 
all containing articles on Clin¬ 
ton and the queer community. 
What he found most helpful 
were back issues of the Wash¬ 
ington Blade (D.C.’s gay pa¬ 
per) and the personal files of 
Gregory King at the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund and 


Robin Kane at the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 
He took notes on the articles, 
organized them into chapters, 
and began writing. 

Mecca didn’t find it unrea¬ 
sonable to write a 150-page 
book while others were out 
merry making during the hol¬ 
idays.” “I hate Christmas and 
New Year’s,” he says emphat¬ 
ically. “It was good to have a 
project like this to do during 
that time.” A former editor of

the Philadelphia Gay News 
and now a part-time reporter 
for the Bay Times, Mecca is 
used to producing on dead¬ 
line. “I never thought about 
the fact that I only had two 
weeks,” he says. “I just did it.” 

Between Little Rock and a 
Hard Place is lively political 
reading that comes from a 
very personally felt perspec¬ 
tive. “I decided early on that 
there were a lot of things that 
needed to be said,” says Mec¬ 
ca in retrospect. “And I was 
aware that I was pushing a 
radical queer agenda.” This 
agenda includes bringing up 
the failure of multi-cultural- 
ism in the gay community, 
slamming gay centrists’ em¬ 
phasis on the military thing, 
and asking what it means that 
queers are now “married to 
the Democrats.” 

“We needed to have a sav¬ 
ior,” says Mecca to me over 
peppermint tea, “and Bill 
Clinton became the Messiah.” 
Yet, Mecca says, Clinton is 
not as progressive as he 
seems, and he urges"us to be 
skeptical to keep the gay 


movement on its toes. 

As far as Clinton’s stand 
about allowing gays to serve 
openly in the armed forces, 
Mecca has this to say: “Yes, it 
is a civil rights issue, but 
should our payback for sup¬ 
porting Clinton be the right 
to enforce America’s horribly 
oppressive military policies 
around the world? I’m sad we 
got all that publicity over the 
right to kill.” Glad he said it, 
not me. 

Mecca is equally as em¬ 
phatic about Roberta Achten- 
berg’s appointment by Clin¬ 
ton to some housing commis¬ 
sion post. “He’s taken some¬ 
one who’s a real asset for us 
in San Francisco and basical¬ 
ly disempowered her. ... 
We’ve lost a whole lot in 
this,” Mecca says, shuddering 
at the thought of yet another 
Jordan appointee to the Board 
of Supervisors. I can’t help 
but agree. 

Between Little Rock and a 
Hard Place is available now 
in bookstores across the coun¬ 


try, and Mecca will soon 
launch a book tour to cele¬ 
brate its release. Do pick up a 
copy and relive that magical 
moment on November 3 
when we sang “Ding Dong 
the Witch is Dead” on the 
streets of the Castro. This 
time, however, you’ll be see¬ 
ing it all with slightly more 
cynical eyes. 

Gillmor, more, more 

Even cynical San Francis¬ 
co eyes will have a hard time 
not admiring the work of 
dyke photographer Jennifer 
Gillmor. Capturing the raw 
sexuality of lesbians ranging 
from S/M imagery to some 
very vanilla stuff, Gillmor’s 
work is both stark and highly 
stylized. Hailing from Toron¬ 
to, Canada, Gillmor will have 
her U.S. premiere in the 
gallery of A Different Light. 
Her works will be on display 
through April 20, with the 
opening on Saturday, March 
20, at 3:30. Do stop by to meet 
Jen and check out her photos. 
There’ll be lots of girls there, 


I promise. 

Speaking of girls, those 
feisty Texan dyke rockers, 
Girls in the Nose, will also be 
hitting San Francisco soon to 
perform at Faster Pussycat 
Wednesday, March 24, and it 
should be quite an incredible 
show. I’ve been wanting to 
check them out live ever 
since their first album came 
out a couple years ago. Their 
most recent release, “Origin 
of the World,” re-affirmed 
that they’re the best lesbo-cen- 
tric band around now that 
Two Nice Girls are no more. 
And now that ex-2NG 
Gretchen Phillips is playing 
with them again, they’ve got¬ 
ta be better than ever. It’s 
sure to be one jamming show, 
and the only place you’ll find 
me come Wednesday. But 
you better get your tickets 
now, because the show’s sell¬ 
ing out fast, and you can only 
pack so many people into the 
Clubhouse. So get ready to

'Welcome to the World 
Where Women Live' 


The following is exerpted 
from a speech given last 
weekend by pro-choice advo¬ 
cate Kass McMahon:] 

For those of you who have 
just tuned in, for whom the 
shooting of Dr. Gunn in Flori¬ 
da seems like a singular act of 
horror, for those of you who 
wish this has been a manifes¬ 
tation of the lunatic fringe, for 
those of you who are perhaps 
searching for some scarce so¬ 
lace in the face of this over¬ 
whelming murder by saying, 
“it was a crazy lunatic who 
did this; it must be an isolated 
happening; how many of 
THEM can there be?” 

I say: welcome to the 
world where women live. 
Now you know that it’s Open 
Season on women and on the 
people who help them. 

I say welcome to the mind¬ 
set of those of us who know 
that what happended yester¬ 
day, while horrifying in its ex¬ 
treme, is but one more thread 
in the huge blanket of hatred, 
violence, danger, marginaliza¬ 
tion, punishment, and destruc¬ 
tion that has been woven over 
the bodies of women for cen¬ 
turies, and which has found 
nurturance, tolerance, and 
permission to show its unmit¬ 
igated face of hatred and vio¬ 
lence on women and those 
who support them at abortion 
clinics. 

Do you feel the pounding 
in your head? That is rage. 
Do you feel the encompassing 
revulsion in your gut? That is 
rage. 

What are you going to do 
about it? 

The latest outrage, the 
murder in Pensacola, is the 
product of a society where 
women’s lives are given no 
value. Where a debate about 
what women can do with 
their own bodies has been 
permitted to flourish, when 
we all know in our guts that 
the only ones who have any 
right at all to have this debate 
are the women with whom 
the responsibility of being a 
reproductive being rests. 

I want to talk about cli¬ 
mate. Especially for those of 
you who cling to the First 
Amendment, arguing that the 
hatred and fighting words of 
people like the anti-abortion 
fanatics has a legitimate pur¬ 
pose at abortion clinics. That 
picketing and intimidating 
doctors, their families, and 
their children is mere protect¬ 
ed speech. 

Is there any surprise here? 


Truly? Where have you been? 
Do you defend women’s clin¬ 
ics every weekday or any Sat¬ 
urday? If you do go, do you 
believe that those people who 
gather there to show their 
hate and violence toward 
women have just as much 
right to be there as you do? 
The man who shot doctor 
Gunn is part of a national 
movement which has initiated 
and escalated violence against 
women at abortion facilities 
since the day abortion be¬ 
came legal. That was 20 years 
ago!! 

Twenty years since this 
most civilized of wars, the 
war against women has been 
allowed to thrive and intensi¬ 
fy — especially since the emer¬ 
gence of Operation Rescue 
and all its little spinoff front 
groups all over this country 
began in earnest in 1988. 
Women have been attacked, 
doctors have been attacked, 
clinic defenders have been at¬ 
tacked. Bombs have been 
thrown and acid has been 
sprayed to destroy clinics and 
hospitalize clinic workers like 
the eight clinics that were at¬ 
tacked and four clinic staff 
hospitalized in Southern 
California just two days ago! 

There is a rampage of bu¬ 
tyric acid attacks on clinics 
happening in this country, 
with over 70 reported cases of 
such attacks occurring all 
over this country in the past 
six months — and although 
there are only two companies 
that manufacture this acid in 
the country, not one arrest 
has been made, no trail fol¬ 
lowed. 

How has this happened? 
Because the climate in this 
country allows it. Who cre¬ 
ates such a climate? Supreme 
Courts and lower courts and 
wise legislative men, and an¬ 
gry brutal cops and brutal, 
twisted, mysognist men and 
sleeping, enslaved women 
whose hate and fear of wom¬ 
en have been fostered, cher¬ 
ished, rewarded and sancti¬ 
fied under cover of “Christian¬ 
ity”; the blase press, looking 
for a good conflict story; 
those of us who apologize for 
abortion, who can’t even 
bring ourselves to say the 
word — instead we call it 
“choice”: those of us who are 
business people too busy to 
think about this; those 
lawyers and progressive 
thinkers who feel that laws to 
protect women at clinics 
might drain away power from 
the grassroots movement for 


women’s rights; the liberal 
women’s movement, which 
has spent so much of its focus 
on trying to buy power in 
Washington and the state- 
houses, and finding ways to 
bury the rage of the women 
who are under attack; and the 
liberals and conservatives of 
the women’s movement who 
give far more thought and 
show far more restraint than 
the anti-abortion fanatics ever 
do to fairness, and niceness, 
and debating about whether 
violence is justified. 

All of these things have 
permitted — I say created — a 
climate where hatred, guns, 
bombs, lies, misinformation, 
and murder are allowed to 
flourish, and the war against 
women and abortion providers 
continues. 

I have one more chilling 
observation for you. Get 
ready for more. We are look¬ 
ing at a backlash against Clin¬ 
ton. No “mainstream” anti¬ 
abortion group is even pre¬ 
tending to distance them¬ 
selves from this act. They 
have been predicting and call¬ 
ing for an escalaltion of the 
violence against women since 
the day Clinton was elected. 
They have become more dan¬ 
gerous because over the past 
couple years the grassroots 
anti-abortion movement has 
died, and with it, went the 
cover of a human face it tried 
to show. What’s left are the 
fanatics, their numbers have 
dwindled, but their dedication 
to violence has increased a 
thousand fold, and they are 
no longer restrained or dis¬ 
guised by the thin veil of so¬ 
cial debate. 

All Clinton’s election did 
was ease your own minds 
about the discussion of abor¬ 
tion and the safety of women; 
it has not done a thing to alle¬ 
viate the pressure on women 
who receive abortions, or doc¬ 
tors who provide them. It has 
made it open season on wom¬ 
en. 

What will we do? Say the 
word abortion. Do what you 
have to do. Make everybody 
listen to this. Demand that 
fighting back be allowed to 
be part of this discussion 
about the rights of women. 
Go to the clinics, Ask your¬ 
selves what is permissable, 
and when you find something 
that is not permissable, back 
it up with action. 

Organize — find like-mind¬ 
ed people and do what you 
have to do. ▼

it disapproves of violence in 
its drive to shut down clinics. 

In fact, Operation Rescue 
recently increased the friction 
between itself and pro-choice 
forces by naming February 
“No Place to Hide Month.” 
Operation Rescue members 
followed clinic employees 
home to picket and verbally 
harass them in their neighbor¬ 
hoods, in stores, in restau¬ 
rants, and elsewhere. 

Operation Rescue has also 
targeted lesbians and gays in 
recent months: founder Ran¬ 
dall Terry sent a letter to 


ministers across America in 
October, informing them that 
“to vote for Bill Clinton is to 
sin against God,” using phras¬ 
es such as “Who will the fam¬ 
ilies of this new covenant be? 
‘Married’ homosexuals or les¬ 
bians?” to substantiate his as¬ 
sertion. More recently, Terry 
has involved Operation Res¬ 
cue in the battle over lifting 
the military’s ban on lesbians 
and gays — on the side of con¬ 
tinuing the discrimination, of 
course. 

Bombings in California 

According to the California 
Abortion Rights Action 
League, there were a dozen 
abortion clinics bombed in 
1992, five of which were in

Northern California. CARAL 
also says that no serious in¬ 
vestigations have been con¬ 
ducted into the terrorist acts, 
and no perpetrators have 
been brought to justice. 

So far in 1993, four people 
have been hospitalized as a 
result of acid “stink” bombs 
set off in eight California clin¬ 
ics; no one has been charged 
in those attacks either. 

The increase in terrorism 
at clinics was the focus of the 
March 15 Sacramento action, 
at which members of the 
groups Planned Parenthood 
Affiliates of California, the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union, the California Abor¬ 
tion Rights Action League, 
the National Organization for 
Women, the American Asso¬ 


ciation of University Women, 
the American College of Ob¬ 
stetricians and Gynecologists, 
and the National Council of 
Jewish Women spoke out 
against “fear and intimida¬ 
tion” and “domestic terror¬ 
ism.” [See sidebar, “Welcome 
to the World Where Women 
Live.”] 

“The violence has got to 
stop,” said Linda Joplin, state 
director of NOW. 

Similar rallies were held 
across America, including in 
Pennsylvania, where about 60 
pro-choice activists held a 
memorial for Gunn on the 
steps of the state Capitol. At 
that rally, Pennsylvania 
Planned Parenthood Execu¬ 
tive Director Elizabeth Hren- 
da-Roberts explicitly charged 


Governor Robert Casey with 
using language likely to incite 
violence. 

“He has called abortion the 
ultimate violence, and to say 
that, lends legitimacy to peo¬ 
ple who would take violent 
actions on their own,” Hren- 
da-Roberts said. 

She said that when oppo¬ 
nents label abortion “murder, 
child killing and baby killing” 
it fuels “a level of fanaticism” 
leading to incidents like the 
shooting. She said that Casey 
often describes women who 
get abortions as “doing away 
with their own children.” 

Casey’s spokesman, Vin¬ 
cent Carocci, called Hrenda- 
Robert’s statement “absolute¬ 
ly irresponsible, dumb and in¬ 
accurate.” ▼

House Votes with Senate To 
Keep HIV-Positives Out of U.S.

On March 11 the House of 
Representatives agreed over¬ 
whelmingly with a Senate 
measure to keep the ban on 
HIV-infected people who 
want to immigrate to the 
United States. The non-bind¬ 
ing 356-58 vote directs a 
House-Senate conference 
committee to accept the con¬ 
troversial amendment at¬ 
tached to a Senate bill autho¬ 
rizing $22 billion in funding 
over five years for various 
National Institutes of Heath 
(NIH) programs. However, 
the new amendment, which 
the Senate passed by a three- 
to-one margin February 18, 
changes current immigration 
policy to enable tourists and 
other visitors to visit for up to 
30 days without a requisite 
HIV test. 

The ban has been under 
intense international criticism 
since it was imposed by the 
Reagan Administration in 
1987, sparking demonstrations 
at one International AIDS 
Conference in San Francisco 
and forcing the relocation of 
another. Scientists, healthcare 


workers, and AIDS activists 
claim the ban is medically un¬ 
founded and discriminatory. 

“Apart from South Africa, 
the United States has been 
the only industrialized coun¬ 
try in the world to have such 
a ban,” says Roger Coggan, 
Legal Director at the Los An¬ 
geles Gay and Lesbian Com¬ 
munity Services Center. “It’s 
time for us to join the rest of 
the economically privileged 
world and send the message 
that discrimination against 
people with HIV or AIDS 
must not be tolerated.” 

During his presidential 
campaign, Bill Clinton 
promised to remove the ban. 
But, says White House Press 
Secretary Dee Dee Myers, 
“the President has to work 
with Congress. He can’t act 
unilaterally on issues like this. 
... To hold up funding for the 
National Institutes of Health 
when it contains much-need¬ 
ed funding for breast and 
ovarian cancer and osteoporo¬ 
sis and other research is a se¬ 
rious, serious thing.” 

AIDS activists are furious 
at lawmakers who support 
the amendment out of con¬ 


cern that HIV-infected immi¬ 
grants could place Americans 
at risk and overburden an al¬ 
ready strapped healthcare sys¬ 
tem. Opponents of the ban 
point out that immigrants 
seeking residency must prove 
economic self- sufficiency and 
would be more likely to seek 
cost-effective preventative 
care. 

“This amendment on an 
important and otherwise nec¬ 
essary piece of legislation,” 
says All Saints AIDS Service 
Center executive director 
Mary Nalick, “shows how 
willing the Senate is to play 
politics with the lives of peo¬ 
ple living with HIV disease 
and makes it glaringly clear 
how ill-informed a large ma¬ 
jority of our elected officials 
are about the simple mechan¬ 
ics of transmission of the HIV 
virus.” 

Although the House vote 
strongly indicates support for 
the ban, Coggan says there is 
still “wiggle room” for the 
House-Senate conference 
committee to vote “no” or re¬ 
word the amendment and 
urges people to call their rep¬ 
resentatives. ▼ 


Haitians, Rev. Jackson, Unruly 
Over Recent Developments

NORFOLK - Calm was 
reported March 15 among 
Haitian detainees who be¬ 
came violent at the U.S. Navy 
base in Guantanamo, Cuba, a 
military spokesman said. 

“Yesterday and today it’s 
been very quiet down there,” 
said Lietenant Commander 
Gordon Hume of the U.S. At¬ 
lantic Command. 

He said 30 of the camp’s 
252 residents remained in the 
base brig, or jail, as a result of 
an outbreak of rock-throwing, 
violence, and attempted es¬ 
capes. 

Twelve of 47 housing 
structures within the com¬ 
pound were destroyed in a 
brief protest Saturday. 

The Haitians are upset 
with U.S. federal policy that 
prohibits anyone who has 
tested positive for the HIV 
virus from entering the coun¬ 
try. At least 213 of the Haitian 
group have repeatedly tested 
positive for the virus that 
causes AIDS. 

Late Wednesday, 11 
refugees escaped through the 
barbed-wire fence that sur¬ 
rounds the 40-acre detention 
area. The group was recap¬ 
tured the next morning and 
detained four miles from the 
Haitian camp. That prompted 
a protest by camp detainees 
who tried to block the access 
of military trucks to the base. 

Then Friday, several 
refugees attempted to escape 
in separate incidents, prompt¬ 
ing the camp’s commander, 
Air Force Colonel Myhre 
Paulsen to order a pre-dawn 
headcount. 

“The situation is grim,” 
Washington attorney Allan 
Ebert told the Miami Herald. 
Ebert is a member of the le¬ 
gal team representing Haitian 
refugees. “They, [soldiers]

came in with dogs, and full 
riot gear. 

“The soldiers went in with¬ 
out linguists and were shout¬ 
ing in English.” 

Hume said there was no 
evidence Haitians were mo¬ 
lested or injured in the securi¬ 
ty sweep, and said it is stan¬ 
dard operating procedure to 
utilize translators in such op¬ 
erations. 

None of the 30 being held 
had been charged with any 
crime, Hume said. 

Jesse Jackson arrested 

Also on Monday, The Rev¬ 
erend Jesse Jackson was one 
of 41 people arrested for 
blocking traffic on New 
York’s Fifth Avenue in a 
protest of President Clinton’s 
policy of detaining Haitian 
refugees at the U.S. Navy 
base in Guantanamo, Cuba. 

The arrests occurred in 
front of the U.S. State De¬ 
partment’s Manhattan pass¬ 


port office. 

Police said in addition to 
Jackson, two other black min¬ 
isters, the Revs. Herbert 
Daughtry and James Forbes, 
and two other unidentified 
people were charged with dis¬ 
orderly conduct and resisting 
arrest. 

The five were given desk 
appearance tickets, which re¬ 
quires them to answer the 
charges in Manhattan crimi¬ 
nal court on April 2. 

Thirty-six others were 
charged with one count each 
of disorderly conduct and is¬ 
sued summonses. All 41 were 
released after charges were 
filed. 

Protest organizers said ac¬ 
tress Susan Sarandon, film¬ 
maker Jonathan Demme, at¬ 
torney William Kunstler and 
several city politicians had 
agreed to attend, but police 
said the identities of the 38 
other people arrested were 
immediately unavailable. 

Police spokesman 

Sergeant John McCluskey 
said the demonstration start¬ 
ed at about noon at East 50th 
Street and Fifth Avenue. At 
about 2:20 p.m., the protesters 
began blocking traffic on 
Fifth Avenue and were arrest¬ 
ed, he said. 

Demonstrators were 
protesting the forced detain¬ 
ment of 213 Haitian refugees 
who have repeatedly tested 
positive for the HIV virus 
that causes AIDS. A total of 
252 Haitian refugees are be¬ 
ing detained at Guantanamo. 

U.S. policy prohibits any¬ 
one who has tested positive 
for the HIV virus from enter¬ 
ing the country. 

The protest and arrests 
came the day before deposed 
Haitian leader Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide and President Clin¬ 
ton were scheduled to meet 
in WashingtonrV

O n March 5 the West 
County Times ran an 
opinion piece that de¬ 
mands a massive re¬ 
sponse. In a piece called “Gays 
taking over the schools,” Ben 
LeFebvre equated gay and les¬ 
bian people to cancer, and 
compared hatred of us to soci¬ 
ety’s “immune system.” “The 
failure of society to protect it¬ 
self from the cancer of homo¬ 
sexuality is like AIDS,” 
LeFebvre wrote. “And the dis¬ 
ease is far advanced if a peo¬ 
ple will no longer fight to pro¬ 
tect their children from those 
who would recruit them for 
their own defiled ends.” 

LeFebvre, identified only 
as a “longtime Pinole resident 
and geologist” (who apparently 
has rocks in his head), was os¬ 
tensibly writing about moves 
by public schools in California 
and New York to teach toler¬ 
ance of lesbians and gays. “So 
with homosexuals,” LeFebvre 
wrote, “it is not enough to live 
one's life; the whole world 
must look on and applaud. ... 
And more, children must now 
be indoctrinated to think that 
one of the more debased 
forms of human behavior is 
something to be emulated. 
And now the cultural war of 
deception and degeneracy is to 
be foisted on school children. 
That such a topic could be 
suggested is an indictment of a 
dying society.” 

You might respond to Mr. 
LeFebvre’s hatred by trying to 
explain to West County Times 
readers why tolerance should 
be taught in our schools; or 
you might question the edi¬ 
tors’ judgement is accepting 
such vicious lies as part of any 
reasonable debate in the morn¬ 
ing paper. When extremists 
and hate groups openly advo¬ 
cate prejudice, and compare 
minority groups to diseases, 
the media should report on 
such dangerous trends; but le¬ 
gitimizing these voices by giv¬ 
ing them a platform on the 
opinion pages, though certain¬ 
ly within the paper’s rights, is 
highly questionable from an 
ethical point of view.

Roger Wilkins 

The homophobia expressed 
by Colin Powell, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, in his 
opposition to the integration 
of the armed forces, has been 
especially painful because 
Powell has been for many 
Americans a visible symbol of 
overcoming racism. National 
Public Radio’s Morning 
Edition recently included a 
powerful commentary on the 
subject by Roger Wilkins, his¬ 
tory professor at George Ma¬ 
son University. Wilkins relat¬ 
ed, from the perspective of an 
African American, his dismay 
at the bigotry expressed by 
Powell. Referring to Powell’s 
statement that skin color, un¬ 
like homosexuality, is a “be¬ 
nign” characteristic, Wilkins 
pointed out that “being black 
isn’t viewed as benign, even 
today by many Americans, 
and it certainly wasn’t viewed 
that way in 1948.” 

Wilkins pointed out the 
close parallels between the 
“hysterical stereotypes” about

the behavior of blacks and 
gays, and pointed out the ab¬ 
surdity of obsession over inap¬ 
propriate sexual behavior of 
gays and lesbians given the 
rampant sexual harassment 
and rape in the armed forces. 
He closed his piece by saying 
that “By lending the enormous 
prestige of his office, and in 
this instance, the moral au¬ 
thority of his blackness to the 
side of the doubters... General 
Powell has served none of us 
well.”

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Anti-Gay Violence 
Up in SoCal, Too

Gays in West Hollywood 
are still talking about the 
February 23 apparent gay¬ 
bashing outside die Spike, a 
popular leather-Levi bar. And 
lesbians and gays in Laguna 
Beach are still reeling after a 
man who was believed to be 
gay was beaten beyond recog¬ 
nition. While these are crimes 
that will forever alter the vic¬ 
tims’ lives, next year they will 
only be statistics in an annual 
hate crime report. 

On March 11 the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
released its eighth annual re¬ 
port on hate crimes based on 
sexual orientation. In a survey 
of five cities, they report an 
increase of four percent from 
1,822 in 1991 to 1,898 reports 
in 1992 of threats, harassment, 
physical assaults, vandalism, 
arson, police abuse and 
murder. In the last five years, 
NGLTF reports, anti-gay inci¬ 
dents have gone up 172 per¬ 
cent. 

“Anti-gay violence contin¬ 
ues to be a widespread and 
alarming problem, fueled by 
far right campaigns of intoler¬ 
ance,” NGLTF Anti-Violence 
Project director Martin Kazu 
Hiraga said in a summary re¬ 
port. “Each attack seeks to 
create a climate of fear, push 
gays violently back into the 
invisibility of the closet, and 
prevent our full participation 
in the democratic process.” 

Indeed, anti-gay violence 
“exploded” in Colorado and 
Oregon in the wake of cam¬ 
paign initiatives designed to 


deny lesbians and gays equal 
rights, according to the 
NGLTF report. In 1992, the 
Portland, Oregon victim assis¬ 
tance agency documented 968 
bias incidents, “more than any 
other lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual agency.” In Denver, 
.204 anti-gay incidents were re¬ 
ported, with 40 percent 
recorded in November and 
December after the passage 
of Amendment 2. 

In a report released simul¬ 
taneously in Los Angeles, the 
Anti-Violence Project of the 
Los Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Center, 
in conjunction with UCLA 
Sociologist Karl Hamner, 
found that 28 percent sur¬ 
veyed were gay bashed with¬ 
in a one year period. Hamner 
surveyed 914 people (569 men 
and 345 women) at the 1992 
Christopher Street West Gay 
and Lesbian Pride Festival 
last June. Of those, 543 (336 
men and 207 women) — or 60 
percent — reported experienc¬ 
ing at least one incident of 
anti-gay/lesbian abuse. How¬ 
ever, the report says, the 
number of actual incidents 
was higher because many of 
the victims reported experi¬ 
encing more than one inci¬ 
dent. 

Of the 543 people who ac¬ 
knowledged they had been 
abused: 48 percent experi¬ 
enced some form of physical 
abuse; 38 percent were threat¬ 
ened with violence or physi¬ 
cal abuse; seven percent were 
sexually assaulted; 31 percent 
were sexually harassed; and 
84 percent experienced verbal 


abuse - with one third of 
those having faced multiple 
instances of abuse because of 
their sexual orientation. 

In a second report of unso¬ 
licited incidents reported to 
the Center, the Anti-Violence 
Project documented 57 sepa¬ 
rate physical assaults, a de¬ 
crease from 78 incidents re¬ 
ported in 1991. That repre¬ 
sents an 128 percent increase 
since the Center began col¬ 
lecting information in 1989, 
making 1992 the second-high¬ 
est year of recorded hate 
crimes. 

The grabber is that a 
whopping 80 percent of those 
who told Hamner they suf¬ 
fered hate crimes did not re¬ 
port the incidents to the po¬ 
lice. The most common rea¬ 
sons for not reporting: too 
trivial; not perceived to be a 
crime; victim didn’t think the 
police would do anything; and 
they handled it themselves. 
Only one percent (eight of 
543) reported the incident to 
the Center’s Anti-Violence 
Project, which Center director 
Lorri L. Jean attributed to 
lack of awareness about the 
Anti-Violence Project and the 
“acceptance” of violence — es¬ 
pecially verbal violence. 

The climate of hatred and 
violence is going to “get 
worse before it gets better,” 
said Jean, because, by voicing 
strong opposition to gays in 
the military, public officials 
such as Senator Robert Dole 
and Joints Chief of Staff chair 
Colin Powell are giving gay- 
bashers “an invitation to ha¬ 
tred, bigotry, and violence.” ▼

Rebel Lesbian With A Cause 
(And A Scandal) Joins SF He

Melinda Paras knows con¬ 
troversy. For one thing, she’s 
second-in-command at Shanti, 
an AIDS service provider that 
has mismanaged $2.6 million, 
according to a city health de¬ 
partment report. 

But actually, that may be 
considered pretty uninterest¬ 
ing compared to the fact that 
she was deported from the 
Philippines for government 
subversion, and fought 
against American imperialism 
side-by-side with Jane Fonda, 
and had an FBI record — all 
before she was 18 years old. 

Now Paras has a new en¬ 
deavor: on March 2, she be¬ 
gan a four-year term as a San 
Francisco Health Board Com¬ 
missioner, marking the first 
time an openly lesbian person 
of color has served, and 
sparking even more contro¬ 
versy over conflict-of-interest 
issues. 

In an exclusive interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter, 
Paras outlined her vision for 
San Francisco’s health care 
programs, highlighted her 
concerns about women’s 
health issues, and detailed her 
radical extremist past. She 
would not, however, willingly 
discuss many details of the 
current Shanti scandal. 

Paras’s appointment to the 
Health Commission comes at 
a time of increased demand 
for health services and ex¬ 
pected health care budget; re¬ 
ductions. Added to that prob¬ 
lem is what she called a slew 
of uncoordinated AIDS care 
programs, all of which have 
lead to a bureaucratic and 
very painful application pro¬ 
cess to get services for people 
with AIDS. 

Paras speaks from the ex¬ 
perience of a chronic illness 
sufferer. In 1988, she became 
seriously ill. Her glands 
swelled. She had night 
sweats. She had extreme pain 
in her knees, ankles, and 
wrists. She was drained of all 
her energy. 

“I was practically para¬ 
lyzed,” said Paras. “For 
months, I couldn’t walk to the 
bathroom, sit up in bed, or 
even make a fist.” 

Later, she was diagnosed 
with Chronic Fatigue Im¬ 
mune Disfunction Syndrome 
(CFIDS). Soon thereafter, she 
became the founding presi¬ 
dent of a national organiza¬ 
tion, the CFIDS Foundation. 

“Getting CFIDS was one 
of my defining moments,” 
said Paras. “It radically shift¬ 
ed my life, because I had to 
redefine myself as a disabled 
person.” 

Women get CFIDS about 
twice as often as men do, said 
Paras. That fact, combined 
with the loss of her mother 
and many of her friends to 
breast cancer, turned Paras’s 
attention to the women’s 
health care issues. 

In her new position on the 
Health Commission, Paras 
said she will call for studies 
on the prevalence of CFIDS 
in the Bay Area, while work¬ 
ing for womens’ health care 
issues, the very issues that 
she said motivated her to be 
on the Commission in the 
first place. 

But what got Paras the 
Health Department position

probably had more to do with 
her experience at Shanti Pro¬ 
ject than as a CFIDS sufferer. 
As deputy executive director 
of Shanti Project since July 
1992, Paras oversees all day- 
to-day operations, including fi¬ 
nance, personnel, administra¬ 
tion, and services. Shanti is 
San Francisco’s largest AIDS 
services . provider, and con¬ 
tracts work out to several of 
the city’s other AIDS service 
providers. 

A week after she was in¬ 
stalled on the Health Com¬ 
mission, the seriousness of 
Shanti’s accounting problems 
surfaced publicly [see “Shan¬ 
ti’s in Big Trouble,” Bay Area 
Reporter, March 11, 1993], 

Ellen Hardtke, a former 
Shanti employee who used to 
report directly to Paras, told 
the B.A.R. that Shanti’s ille¬ 
gal pre-billing of services was 
due in part to Paras’ negli¬ 
gence. 

“She didn’t know what she 
was doing,” said Hardtke. “I 
told her that we weren’t go¬ 
ing to be able to meet our 
contractural obligations [in¬ 
cluding fiscal accountability} 
and she said not to worry. 
Well, I was worried.” 

Paras declined to comment 
on her level of involvement 
with Shanti’s past accounting 
practices. But Dave Landis, a. 
Shanti spokesperson, told the 
B.A.R. that financing “had 
not been part of Paras’ job re¬ 
sponsibility,” during the fiscal 
1992 fiasco year. 

Now it is— unquestionably. 
After Paras oversees the 
clean-up of a highly visible 
mess, she’ll be under high-lev¬ 
el scrutiny to make certain 
that next year’s budget and 
expenditures are in precise 
order. 

But as if revamping Shan¬ 
ti’s accounting department 
isn’t enough to keep her 
hands full, Paras thinks an 
overhaul of the city’s AIDS 
services is in order. 

Revamping AIDS services 

Paras shared with the Bay 
Area Reporter her vision for 
consolidating AIDS services 
throughout San Francisco 
City and County: rather than 
centralizing AIDS services 
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th Jane Fonda in the Philippines. 


into a single umbrella organi¬ 
zation, she’s pushing for a sys¬ 
tem of centers that each 
caters to different groups, 
such as women, gays, African- 
Americans, people in the Ten¬ 
derloin, and Spanish- and Chi- 
nese-speakers, to name a few 
groups. 

Right now, Paras is meet¬ 
ing with’politicians and her 
peers at other AIDS organiza¬ 
tions to reach consensus and 
develop a plan that she hopes 
to unveil in early April. She’s 
also meeting with the six oth¬ 
er members of the Health 
Commission. 

Each health commissioner 
is paid a nominal $100 per 
month stipend to manage a 
$600 million—and shrinking— 
city and county budget. The 
Commission decides how 
much of the budget goes to 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal, district health care and 
community clinics; and agen¬ 
cies that provide AIDS ser¬ 
vices. 

While Paras doesn’t expect 
much opposition to her vi¬ 
sion, she noted that health care 
issues are a highly political 
matter. ‘Anytime you have an 
issue that deals with sexual 
activity, bath houses, drug 
use, and disenfranchised 
groups in society such as 
women, people of color, or 
the poor, you have controver¬ 
sy and politics,” said Paras. 

Conflict of interest? 


“I don’t see how she could 
vote on anything related to 
AIDS without it being a con¬ 
flict,” Hardtke continued. 
“She could strong-arm other 
agencies to do whatever she 
wants, because she has a vote 
on doling out AIDS services. 
As the only health commis¬ 
sioner with an AIDS interest, 
she’ll undoubtedly have great 
influence.” 

Hardtke stressed to the 
B.A.R. that she spoke as a 
concerned citizen, and not as 
a representative of her agen¬ 
cy, Hospice by the Bay, which 
may soon seek city funds, 
putting them in head-to-head 
competition with Shanti for 
city funds. 

Kerrington Osborne, a 
member of Shanti’s board of 
directors and co-chair of the 
People of Color Advisory 
Committee to the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health AIDS 
Office, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he has assured 
those questioning Paras’ un¬ 
due influence on the Health 
Commission that Paras can’t 
discuss Shanti issues with the 
Health Commission and vice 
versa. 

When asked about conflict 
of interest concerns, Paras 
said that she will abstain 
from voting on any Shanti-re- 
lated matters, and pointed out 
that her primary interest on 
the commission is not with 
AIDS. 

‘‘Certainly what I’ve 
learned about AIDS and 
AIDS services will help [me 
as a health commissioner], but 
it’s not my fundamental point 
of departure,” said Paras. “My 
interest in health issues 
comes from my advocacy 
with CFIDS and predates my 
affiliation with AIDS organi¬ 
zations. I have my own epi¬ 
demic that I’m worried 
about.” 

Nevertheless, Shanti’s own 
Osborne balked at offering 
his personal opinion on 
whether he thought Paras’ ap¬ 
pointment was a conflict of in¬ 
terest. When pressed for a re¬ 
sponse by the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, he responded by say¬ 
ing, “Personally, I think it’s a 
(Continued on page 19) 


To make her task a bit 
more difficult are concerns 
that she won’t be able to sep¬ 
arate her allegiance to Shanti 
from greater health care inter¬ 
ests. That concern is particu¬ 
larly acute with smaller agen¬ 
cies who are concerned that 
the larger agencies will grab a 
disproportionate amount of 
the city’s health care budget. 

Hardtke, who now works 
for Hospice by the Bay, asked 
the city attorney to investi¬ 
gate whether Paras’ appoint¬ 
ment is a conflict of interest. 

“This is a blatant conflict 
of interest,” said Hardtke. 
“When they |Shanti] go to of¬ 
fer a bid for a government 
contract, she knows exactly 
what the government is look¬ 
ing for.

MOW Organizers Get 
Hate Calls from Supremacists

March on Washington or¬ 
ganizers report they have re¬ 
ceived a series of threatening 
phone calls over the past sev¬ 
eral weeks. 

In recorded messages that 
march organizers passed on 
to the Secret Service, callers 
predicted violence against 
President Bill Clinton be¬ 
cause of his pro-gay stands. 

“It looks like Bill Clinton, 
America’s presidente and left¬ 
ist leader, has some sort of 
love for homos and a secret 
fetish for men in uniform,” 
one caller said. “Maybe that 
commie bitch wife of his has 
something to hide. Is Hillary 
really a he? Maybe she used 
to be a man or a faggot. 

“And if Bill Clinton can 
make it through his four-year 
term without a chunk of lead 
in his head ... who really cares 
anyhow?” the caller contin¬ 
ued. “Of course, victory is 
ours.” 

That message was left by a 
man identifying himself as a 
member of the White Aryan 
Resistance, march organizers 


said. Messages attributed to 
the supremacist group also in¬ 
cluded slurs against people of 
color, women, and Jews. 

March Co-chair Nadine 
Smith said threatening calls 
have come in sporadically 
over the last few months. She 
noted that the calls reflect the 
increased hostility against les¬ 
bians and gays documented in 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force’s latest violence 
report. 

Released last week, 
NGLTF’s report shows a 4 
percent increase in violence 
against lesbians and gays in 
1992 compared to 1991, and a 
172 percent increase over inci¬ 
dents reported five years ago. 

“The violence and threats 
have not intimidated this 
community,” March Co-chair 
Derek Livingston said. “If 
anything, people, both gay 
and straight, are realizing 
more and more the impor¬ 
tance of standing up to all 
forms of discrimination, big¬ 
otry and violence.” 

Smith said that lesbians 
and gays must take precau¬ 
tions to protect themselves in 


response to increasing vio¬ 
lence. 

“The incredible increase in 
violence across the country 
shows us that we’re not safe 
in our homes, at our jobs or 
socializing out in public,” 
Smith said “The safest place 
to be is part of a crowd of 
hundreds of thousands of 
gays, lesbians, bisexuals, and 
our supporters in the nation’s 
capital.” 

In other March on Wash¬ 
ington news, local publicist 
and leather activist Gregory 
Adams has been named as na¬ 
tional communications direc¬ 
tor. 

Also, the board of directors 
of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Col¬ 
ored People on February 20 
voted to endorse the March. 
The unanimous NAACP res¬ 
olution supports equal protec¬ 
tion and opportunity for all 
people, regardless of sexual 
orientation. 

The March on Washington 
for Lesbian, Gay and Bi 
Equal Rights and Liberation 
will take place April 25. ▼ 


Loyal, Cheerful, Straight 
Slime in the Boy Scouts

EDWARDSVILLE, Illinois 
— A Boy Scout leader from 
Granite City Illinois faces a 
possible 60 years in prison on 
a conviction for sexually as¬ 
saulting a 10-year-old girl five 
years ago. 

A jury in Madison County 
Circuit Court deliberated 
about 90 minutes before re¬ 
turning the guilty verdicts 
March 10 against Francis 
“Frank” Woods, 54. Jurors 
convicted Woods of two 
counts of aggravated criminal 
sexual assault after a two-day 


trial. 

Associate Judge J. 
Lawrence Keshner revoked 
the defendant’s bond and or¬ 
dered him held at the Madi¬ 
son County Jail. Woods faces 
mandatory consecutive sen¬ 
tences of between six and 30 
years on each of the two 
counts, prosecutors said. 
Keshner said he will sentence 
Woods in about six weeks. 

During the trial, a girl who 
now is 15 years old testified 
she was sexually assaulted by 
Woods at least four times in 
1988, when she was 10. An¬ 
other 15-year-old girl testified 


that Woods also molested her 
at least three times when she 
was between the ages of 4 
and 8. The charges did not in¬ 
volve the second girl’s case. 

Woods testified Wednes¬ 
day and denied the allega¬ 
tions. He said he was a Boy 
Scout leader and a member 
of the Masons and Shriners 
organizations. 

Woods also is a member of 
a personnel committee ap¬ 
pointed by the Granite City 
Board of Aldermen to inter¬ 
view candidates for city jobs 
and to advise the mayor. ▼ 


Icy Winds of Hatred 
Now Raging in Alaska

The city Of Anchorage, 
Alaska, added an amendment 
to its civil rights code that for¬ 
bids employment discrimina¬ 
tion against lesbian and gay 
city workers on January 19. 
Three months later, almost to 
the day, the issue will come 
before voters in the form of a 
referendum that seeks to 
overturn the anti-discrimina¬ 
tion amendment. 

The referendum is spear¬ 
headed by Jerry Prebo, pastor 
of the Anchorage Baptist 
Temple, and a group that 
calls itself “Citizens To Re¬ 
peal the Homosexual Ordi¬ 
nance.” 

Alaskans For Civil Rights, 
a gay rights group, is trying 
to stop the repeal of the 
amendment, according to 
Kathleen Metcalf, ACR’s cam¬ 
paign manager. 


Prebo, a right-wing reli¬ 
gious fundamentalist linked 
to the Traditional Values 
Coalition, owns a local An¬ 
chorage television station that 
he uses to “broadcast anti-gay 
hate-filled sermons” and 
spread misinformation about 
AIDS, Metcalf told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Some of that AIDS misin¬ 
formation, according to Met¬ 
calf, comes from Lorraine 
Day, M.D., the former Uni¬ 
versity of California professor 
and chief of the Orthopedics 
Department of San Francisco 
General Hospital who re¬ 
signed under pressure in 1990 
over her controversial views 
about the spread of AIDS and 
her support for quarantine of 
people with HIV infection. 

The 11-member Anchorage 
Assembly passed the measure 
giving city workers protec¬ 
tions as a compromise, in¬ 


stead of passing another mea¬ 
sure that would have given all 
Anchorage citizens such pro¬ 
tections. 

The measure was passed 
by an 8-3 vote that overrode a 
January 12 veto of the bill by 
Mayor Tom Fink, who is 
closely linked to Prebo, Met¬ 
calf said. 

“It’s going to be close; to 
tell you the truth it’s too close 
to tell,” she said of the April 
20 referendum. “We exhaust¬ 
ed so many of our local re¬ 
sources attempting to pass the 
initial amendment protecting 
lesbians and gays in Anchor¬ 
age, that we are asking our 
friends in the lower 48 [states] 
for help.”

good move for Melinda.” 

Too butch for high school 

A woman with a history of 
extensive moves, Paras was 
born in Connecticut. Her fam¬ 
ily, including her parents and 
three siblings, moved to Madi¬ 
son, Wisconsin in the 1960s, 
when Madison — like Berkeley 
— was a hotbed of radicalism. 
But to say that even as a 
young girl Paras knew politics 
and controversy is a gross un¬ 
derstatement. 

At age 11 she walked 
precincts for presidential can¬ 
didate Lyndon B. Johnson. At 
age 12, she picketed supermar¬ 
kets that ignored the United 
Farm Workers’ call for a 
grape boycott, a boycott that’s 
still going on today in San 
Francisco. 

Her FBI file — which she 
didn’t get until several years 
past puberty — details how at 
age 15 she was suspended on 
her first day of high school be¬ 
cause she wore an army jack¬ 
et. It was too “unfeminine” for 
the principal’s liking. 

After organizing school ral¬ 
lies for girls’ rights to wear 
pants, she was suspended 
again, and switched schools 
because of death threats to her 
and her 5-year-old brother. 

Reflecting back on those 
early incidents, Paras told the 
Bay Area Reporter, “I should 
have known then I was a 
dyke.” 

Paras dropped out of high 
school, and joined a group of 
700 radical revolutionaries 
called Venceremos, (Spanish 
for We Shall Win) with whom 


she illegally sneaked into com¬ 
munist Cuba. After what she 
innocently described as cutting 
sugar cane and learning about 
Third World countries, Paras 
returned to the U.S., hitch hik¬ 
ing and meeting up with the 
Black Panthers and Third- 
World groups. 

Fun with Holly and Jane 

At 17 years of age, she flew 
to the Philippines to join a 
movement to overthrow the 
Marcos regime. According to 
Paras, two of the people she 
oversaw were assassinated — 
and then she got word that she 
was next on the list. 

While in the Philippines, 
Paras met Jane Fonda and 
Holly Near, who were travel¬ 
ing as part of an FTA (Fuck 
the Army) tour of American 
bases, and became their “tour- 
guide” throughout the country, 
pointing out injustices of Mar¬ 
cos, teaching them about her 
plans to overthrow the govern¬ 
ment in favor a democracy, 
and developing a terrible 
crush on Fonda. 

But love was not to be had 
— prison was. Shortly after 
Fonda and Near left the 
Philippines, Paras was arrest¬ 
ed for trying to overthrow the 
Marcos regime. She was 
thrown into what she called a 
Concentration camp. After a 
few weeks of interrogation 
and being switched from camp 
to camp, Paras was deported 
back to the United States. 
Paras maintains that had she 
not been a U.S. citizen, she 
would have received the same 
fate as many of her compatri¬ 
ots did — torture and murder. 

Back in the U.S., Paras co¬ 
founded in 1973 the first na¬ 
tional progressive Filipino or¬ 


ganization in the U.S. that ad¬ 
vocated civil rights and com¬ 
munity empowerment for Fil- 
ipino-Americans. During that 
time, she met the Aquinos 
while they were in the U.S. 
and met for dinner. 
Interestingly, Cory Aquino was 
the chef that evening. “It was 
: eggs — she wasn’t a great 
cook,” said Paras of the now 
former president of the 
Phillipines. 


At that dinner, Paras said 
she warned Ninoy Aquino not 
to go back to the Philippines, 
correctly predicting that if he 
went, he would be assassinat¬ 
ed. 

“He didn’t believe us. He 
believed the U.S. government, 
which assured him that every¬ 
thing would be all right,” said 
Paras. 

In 1979, she co-founded the 
Institute for Social and Eco¬ 
nomic Studies, a nonprofit pol¬ 


icy institute that espoused a 
progressive agenda. For ten 
years, she helped supervise 
programs that rallied against 
the Supreme Court Bakke [so- 
called reverse discrimination) 
Decision, facilitated anti-war 
rallies that drew hundreds of 
thousands of demonstrators, 
and spoke out for affirmation 
action programs and Third 
World communities. 

Paras continued her ac¬ 
tivism in San Francisco, earn¬ 
ing herself a reputation as one 
of the local leaders in the les¬ 
bian/gay/bisexual community. 
She served on the California 
Democratic Party Central 
Committee, as campaign man¬ 
ager to the successful Domes¬ 
tic Partners Campaign in 1991, 
as vice president of the Har¬ 
vey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club in 1990, and 
as head of the lesbian and gay 
speakers bureau at the Com¬ 
munity United Against Vio¬ 
lence in 1989 and 1990. 

Will a stint as on the Health 
Commission satisfy Paras? As 
a less radical, 40-year-old party 
Democrat and hopeful home- 
owner, Paras gave the impres¬ 
sion that with her hands full, 
she’s not too quick to take on 
more. 

“This is a very exciting time 
to be working in the health 
care,” said Paras. “Finally, peo¬ 
ple like Hillary Clinton — real¬ 
ly the smartest people in the 
country — are working in 
health care and I’m excited to 
be a -part of that.” 

But when asked about run¬ 
ning for political office, Paras 
coyly responded, “My first pri¬ 
ority will be the Health Com¬ 
mission.” 

That is, of course, unless 
and until the Shanti scandal 
becomes her first priority. ▼ 


Japan Announces 
AIDS Breakthrough

TOKYO (UPI) - A 
Japanese research team has 
announced ths successful lab¬ 
oratory production of an anti¬ 
body that targets an enzyme 
responsible for spreading 
HIV, the Kyodo News Ser¬ 
vice reported this month. 

Professor Jo Chiba, an im¬ 
munologist at the Science 
University of Tokyo, and re¬ 
searchers from the National 
Institute of Health and Ube 
Industries Ltd. disclosed their 
findings at a meeting of the 
Japan Health Sciences Foun¬ 
dation’s Tokyo headquarters. 

The development still is at 
the test tube stage, the re¬ 
searchers said, but the discov¬ 
ery could prove to be a 
weapon in the diagnosis of 
AIDS and development of a 
new medicine for treatment, 
Kyodo reported. 

The researchers have ap¬ 
plied for a patent on the find¬ 
ings. 

Drugs such as AZT, used 
in AIDS treatment in Japan 
since its approval by the gov¬ 
ernment in June 1992, inhibit 
the spread of HIV by interfer¬ 
ing with the action of the en¬ 
zyme. Unfortunately, after 
prolonged treatment the virus 
develops a tolerance to AZT 
and the drug loses its effec¬ 
tiveness. 


Because the newly devel¬ 
oped antibody combines with 
the enzyme at different parts 
of the deoxyribonucleic acid 
(DNA) molecule than other 
medicines, the team told Ky¬ 
odo it can still be used against 
the HIV virus when it has de¬ 
veloped a tolerance to AZT 

The antibody is monoclon¬ 
al, a type used in the treat¬ 
ment of illnesses because of 
its ability to target and com¬ 
bine with specific antigens 
that are capable of stimulat¬ 
ing an immune response, the 
team explained. 

To develop it, the team in¬ 
fected a laboratory mouse 
with a virus produced by in¬ 
serting a gene from the en¬ 
zyme into the substance used 
in the production of raw vac¬ 
cine, they said, and then pro¬ 
duced several types of mono¬ 
clonal antibodies based on the 
cells from the mouse. 

After mixing the antibod¬ 
ies with the enzyme extracted 
from the HIV virus, one of 
the monoclonal antibodies 
displayed an ability to virtual¬ 
ly halt the action of the en¬ 
zyme, the researchers told 
Kyodo. 

“There might be a shortcut 
whereby we could attack the 
enzyme by attaching drugs to 
the antibody,” Chiba was 
quoted as saying. ▼

Allen Martin 

April 24, 1954-Feb. 11, 1993 
Though his good friends hated to see 
him leave, and 
through the ef¬ 
forts of those 
who loved him, 
especially one 
who came 
through in the 
end to make his 
trip much more 
comfortable, 
Allen made it to 
Fort Myers, Fla., 
to see his much 
loved younger brother before his pass¬ 
ing days later. “Gary Allen was one 
helluva brother,” Rusty says. 

An Ohio cracker claiming Iroquois 
ancestry, Allen served as a Med Tech in 
both the Navy and Airforce. 

The friends he made in San Fran¬ 
cisco, especially Richard and his 
drinking and pool shooting companions 
at the Detour and the Bear, will miss 
him for being the unique and fun per¬ 
son he was. Never known to be offen¬ 
sive to anyone except his close friends, 
Allen’s robust cackled laugh and self¬ 
humor are greatly missed. 

He provided many entertaininng 
moments as the DeCountessa and Mor- 
ticia (well, at least the gown was right 


— but he shouldn’t have forgotten to put 
in his teeth). And those hair extensions! 
Figuring he didn’t have enough time to 
grow it, he spent a considerable sum to 
have it — NOW! (His raven black hair? 
We’ll never know, but suspect he used 
as much Grecian Formula as Ronald 
Reagan.) 

Allen liked to do elegant things. With 
a white pool glove to go with his white 
pool stick (the only one of many he 
didn’t leave in a cab), occasionally he’d 
show phenomenal prowess in bar-room 
pool, usually running the table quick¬ 
ly and then scratching on the eight. 
Although he never shined as a pool 
player on Tuesday nights, he made up 
for it with rhinestones. Black and red 
were his favorite colors, cowboy hat, 
and of course, rhinestones everywhere 
tastefully positioned. 

He couldn’t carry a note but could be 
frequently found warbling at the 
Galleon. Allergic to chocolate, it was his 
favorite. 

A lot of us can’t figure out why we 
should have adopted such a friend — 
perhaps it was that anybody could cry 
on Allen’s shoulder.

Bob Rafsky 

February 20, 1993 

Bob Rafsky, the AIDS activist who 
confronted Presidential candidate Clin¬ 
ton at a New York City fund-raiser last 
year and succeeded in making AIDS an 
election year campaign issue, died of 
AIDS-related complications at New 
York University Hospital. He was 47. 
was 47. 

Rafsky, a Harvard College graduate, 
made a name for himself in public rela¬ 
tions in New York City, working for 
Howard Rubenstein 86 Associates, and 
later for Pro-Media. In 1985, at the age 
of 40, Rafsky finally came to terms with 
his homosexuality. At that time, he and 
his wife, Babette, agreed to divorce. 

In 1987, Rafsky joined ACT-UP, the 
direct-action group formed to accelerate 
government and private sector response 
to the AIDS crisis. Rafsky was arrested 
numerous times for civil disobedience 
during ACT-UP demonstrations that 
targeted unfair immigration restric¬ 
tions, pharmaceutical companies over¬ 
changing for AIDS drugs and city, state 
and federal government discrimination 
against people with AIDS. Drawing 
from his public relations skills, Rafsky 
served as ACT-UP’s media coordinator, 
propelling the group and AIDS issues 
into the media for the first time. 

In addition, Rafsky was a member of 
Treatment Action Group, an organiza¬ 
tion of “treatment activists” whose 
demonstrations have been successful in 
forcing several pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies to lower their pricing of, and im¬ 
prove the distribution of AIDS drugs. 

During the Democratic primaries last 
March 26, Rafsky interrupted a Mid¬ 
town Manhattan fund-raiser appearance 
by Bill Clinton to demand specifics on 
the candidate’s AIDS policies. The ex¬ 
change between Clinton and Rafsky 
was seen on television all over the 
world. Subsequently, Clinton met with 
New York City’s leading AIDS ad¬ 
vocates to solicit help in drafting a 
specific AIDS agenda to implement as 
president. 

Rafsky was one of three members of 
ACT UP/New York who were profiled 
in a segment of the television show 60 
Minutes this past November. When 



asked by correspondent Ed Bradley 
whether Rafsky sometimes felt like 
giving up his struggle for a cure for 
AIDS, Rafsky responded, “I do not 
want to go gentle into that good night. 
I want to fight until the last possible mo¬ 
ment. It gives me a reason for living.” 

First-person pieces about Rafsky’s 
battle with AIDS have appeared in The 
New York Times, The Village Voice, 
The Daily News, OutWeek and QW. 

Surviving Rafsky are his daughter, 
Sara, of Brooklyn; and his parents, 
William and Selma of Philadelphia. At 
the time of his death, Rafsky was 
writing an autobiography about his 
work as an AIDS activist. Y

Another Discharge 
For Speaking Out

Towards the end of his 
four-year stint with the Ma¬ 
rine Corps, Sergeant Tom 
Swann’s buddy Sergeant 
Rodney “Rocky” Sickman was \ 
taken hostage along with 52 
others by Iranian revolu¬ 
tionaries who captured the 
U.S. Embassy. At the last 
minute Swann had decided to 
withdraw from the Marine 
Embassy Guard School —, 
otherwise he would have been 
with Sickman on that fateful 
day in 1979. 

As it was, Swann was 
aboard a ship that had com¬ 
pleted a NATO exercise near 
Turkey and was steaming to¬ 
wards Iran. Although he had 
been primarily working in 
supplies, Swann asked his 
commanding officer if he 
could be on the first chopper 
expected to be ordered out by 
then-President Carter. “I said 
‘my buddy’s in there and I 
want to get him out,’” Swann 
recalls. 

Swann, now a civilian fed¬ 
eral employee at Pt. Magu 
Naval Station, says that when 
he came out as a gay man last 
December, he wanted to 
serve as a liaison between the 
gay community and the mili¬ 
tary. But instead, he claims in 
a complaint filed against the 
Navy, he has been punished 
for his public support of Pres¬ 
ident’s Clinton’s plan to lift 
the ban on homosexuals in 
the military. 

On March 11, at a news 
conference at ACLU head¬ 
quarters, Swann told re¬ 
porters, “I was willing to die 
for my country. I was proud to 
serve in the Marine Corps. 
There was no question of my 
patriotism or my courage and 
I was the same person then as 
I am now.” 

“Mr. Swann was punished 
for speaking out in favor of 
doing away with discrimina¬ 
tion in the military against 
gays and lesbians,” says his 
ACLU attorney Alan Friel, 
“and that sends a message to 
all the enlisted servicepersons 
as well as the officers corps 
that discrimination is okay 
against gays and lesbians and 
advocating the civil rights of 


gays and lesbians is not. The 
next logical step is the tacit 
implication that violence 
against gays and lesbians will 
be permitted within the Dept, 
of Defense.” 

Swann says that shortly af¬ 
ter he came out last Decem¬ 
ber, he was contacted by a 
closeted gay test pilot at Pt. 
Magu who asked Swann to 
publicly support lifting the 
ban. But after his picture and 
story appeared in a local pa¬ 
per on December 26, Swann’s 
life changed. His superior of¬ 
ficer told Swann that he was 
“offended” by the article, but 
Swann claimed he had a First 
Amendment right to talk 
about “his feelings.” 

The repercussions started 
immediately. Swann says he 
was effectively demoted, 
leave restrictions and his time 
card were changed, he was re¬ 
peatedly investigated, and co¬ 
workers were ordered to “iso¬ 
late” him. 

But most importantly, 
Swann was reassigned back 
to an office out of which the 
Navy had transferred him af¬ 
ter Swann vociferously com¬ 
plained that a co-worker was 
harassing him and “took a 
swing” at him because he is 
gay. Though an internal in¬ 


vestigation of the incident 
yielded no action, Swann 
sought counselling for emo¬ 
tional distress resulting from 
the confrontation. Now 
Swann sits less than 25 feet 
away from the man he fears. 

“In three days I lost every¬ 
thing that I’d worked for over 
an eleven year career,” 
Swann says. “I’m basically re¬ 
duced to nothing. The thing 
that concerns me is that I 
would not be here today if I’d 
advocated that the ban should 
be continued. [But] I have a 
right to talk about my opin¬ 
ions, and I won’t tolerate cen¬ 
sorship or someone denying 
me my constitutional rights.” 

“We believe our personnel 
actions concerning Mr. 
Swann have been appropriate 
and correct,” Pt. Magu naval 
public relations officer Alan 
Alpers told the Los Angeles 
Times. “The discussion of 
the specifics of this case are 
not appropriate.” 

Recently Swann started 
the Gold Coast chapter of 
Gay, Lesbian, and Bisexual 
Veterans of America, which 
will participate in uniform in 
the Allen Schindler Memorial 
March over the Vincent 
Thomas Bridge in Long 
Beach on March 28. T 


Another Argument 
For Gays in the Military

WASHINGTON - A $69 
million class-action lawsuit 
was filed against the federal 
government March 4 by 8,600 
Amerasian children who 
claim their U.S. military fa¬ 
thers abandoned them in the 
Philippines. 

A coalition of eight Philip¬ 
pine organizations brought 
the suit against the U.S. Navy 
in the U.S. Court of Federal 
Claims. 

The action concentrated on 
the Amerasian children of 
Olongapo City, a nightclub 
area known for prostitution 
outside the now-closed Subic 
Naval Base. 

Cecilia Hofman, a spokes¬ 


woman for the Manila-based 
Gabriella, otherwise known 
as The Philippine Commis¬ 
sion on Violence Against 
Women, said the group at¬ 
tempted a dialogue with the 
U.S. Embassy last year, but 
was ignored. 

“This lawsuit is the result 
of our frustrations,” Hofman 
said. “The Navy regulated ac¬ 
cess to these bars. They re¬ 
quired the women to go to 
the health clinic. What this 
implies is that the Navy felt it 
was okay for their personnel 
to have sexual contact with 
these women.” 

Hofman said the lawsuit 
does not seek to have the chil¬ 
dren granted citizenship. In¬ 
stead, it asks for $8,000 per 


child to cover such expenses 
as food, clothing, and medical 
care. 

Attorney Don West, who 
drafted the lawsuit, said he 
hoped a precedent would be 
set by the filing that would al¬ 
low the children to file for 
support from their absentee 
fathers through the U.S. legal 
system. 

“Right now, these children 
are in limbo,” he said. “Many 
face daily verbal abuse be¬ 
cause they are the children of 
American servicemen.” 

West said laws have been 
passed to help Amerasian 
children of the Vietnam and 
Korean wars and hoped the 
class-action suit would add 
the Philippines to that list. T

Gays Win First Round in 
Justice Department Appeal 

The U.S. Court of Appeals in San Francisco last week up¬ 
held a January court order that found the military ban on gays 
unconstitutional. The Department of Justice had appealed the 
January ruling, which also reinstated Petty Officer Keith Mein- 
hold and prohibited the military from discharging other per¬ 
sonnel based on gay status alone. 

In an emergency motion, the appeals court ruled that the 
Justice Department would not be harmed by the January de¬ 
cision from District Court Judge Terry Hatter. The Justice De¬ 
partment said that Hatter’s ruling jeopardized the compromise 
reached for developing a plan to lift the gay ban by July 15. 

The Department of Justice is still preparing to appeal the 
Meinhold ruling, pending the July policy change. 

The Human Rights Campaign Fund and the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force have called on Clinton to stop the De¬ 
partment of Justice from appealing Hatter’s decision. 

Bus Tour Promotes Lifting the Ban 

The Campaign for Military Service on March 14 kicked off 
a six-week bus tour aimed at ending the ban on lesbians and 
gays in the armed services. 

The “Tour of Duty” began in Minneapolis and organizers 
plan to visit 32 cities in 24 states in the Midwest and South, 
winding up in Washington, DC. 

Several lesbian and gay veterans are participating in the 
trip, including Miriam Ben-Shalom, who challenged her dis¬ 
charge in 1976, and former Army Captain Tanya Domi, who 
is now director of the Military Freedom Initiative of the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 

Also joining the tour are Lieutenant Tracy Thorne, a Navy 
bombardier whose discharge is being processed, and Joseph 
Steffan, who was forced to resign from the Naval Academy six 
weeks before graduation. 

“Our bus tour will drive home the key issue: the military 
ban on gay men, lesbians and bisexuals mocks the very ideals 
every American soldier is asked to preserve and protect,” said 
Thomas Stoddard of the Campaign for Military Service. “Our 
tour will show the stories of some of the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of gay men and lesbians who have served honorably and 
died for their country over the years.” 

Veterans Group Gets Tax-Exempt Status 

The Gay, Lesbian and Bisexual Veterans of America (GLB- 
VA) received 501-c3 tax-exempt status March 9, allowing it to 
receive grants, raise money, and apply for veterans organiza¬ 
tion status. 

With 42 chapters nationwide, GLBVA works to support ac¬ 
tive duty personnel, educate the public about gays in the 
armed forces and lift the military ban on gays. GLBVA Pres¬ 
ident Miriam Ben-Shalom founded the organization after fight¬ 
ing her discharge all the way to the Supreme Court. 

Former GLBVA personnel Karen Stupski and Tanya Domi 
now work for the Human Rights Campaign Fund and the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force, respectively.

Alexander Hamilton Post Investigates 
Hate Video Distribution 

The American Legion Alexander Hamilton Post reported 
that top military brass may be illegally copying the propagan¬ 
da film The Gay Agenda. In an affidavit presented to the U.S. 
Congress, retired Lieutenant Colonel Cliff Anchor recounted 
his discussion with a Pentagon spokesperson who told him 
that a top Marine Corps commander had copied the video for 
distribution after receiving it from an anonymous source. 

When Anchor suggested that duplicating the tape might in¬ 
fringe on copyright laws, the spokesperson recanted her story 
and said the tape came from Creative Services of Lancaster, 
California, according to Anchor’s sworn statement. 

In light of the president’s plan to end the ban on lesbians 
and gays, Anchor called military leaders’ action in distributing 
the tape “mutinous and seditious in the extreme.” 

Anchor served as an intelligence agent for the U.S. Marines in 
Panama, Vietnam, the Persian Gulf, and numerous other opera¬ 
tions. ▼ 


he blew the whistle on a su¬ 
perior officer. Meholick 
served as paymaster aboard 
the USS Robert E. Peary 
when he discovered an officer 
had taken money from an en¬ 
listed personnel account and 
put it in his personal checking 
account. 

Enlisted personnel con¬ 
tributed to the account for en¬ 
tertainment activities. The of¬ 
ficer was ordered to return 
the money but, Spriggs said, 
was never punished for his 
actions as far as Meholick 
knows. 

Two months later, three 
other sailors accused 
Meholick of getting them 
drunk and forcing them to 
have sex. One of the alleged 
incidents had occurred six 
months earlier and the two 
others had occurred seven 
months earlier. 

At a hearing held prior to 
Meholick’s court-martial, two 
of the accusers admitted they 
had lied when they said 
Meholick forced them to have 
sex. 

“You can be a third-year 
law student and see the outra¬ 
geous constitutional violations 
committed in this case,” 
Spriggs said. “You don’t need 
a great legal mind, there were 
no esoteric legal errors made. 
Injustice was a blunt-edged ax 
in that court.” 

Spriggs said the military 
wrongfully convicted Meho¬ 


lick and denied him effective 
counsel. Meholick’s military 
defense attorney coerced a 
guilty plea from him while he 
was sedated with the anti-de¬ 
pressant drug Trazodone, 
Spriggs said. 

Meholick was put on the 
drug after he attempted sui¬ 
cide when military prosecu¬ 
tors told him he faced 54 
years in jail if convicted. 

Now, Spriggs has been 
barred from speaking with 
Meholick, who is in maxi¬ 
mum security confinement at 
Ft. Leavenworth. Spriggs said 
Meholick is scheduled for a 
parole hearing March 25, but 
he suspects the military will 
delay it. 

“Somebody dubbed that 
place [Ft. Leavenworth] the 
burying place,” Spriggs said. 
“It’s aptly named because you 
try to find somebody and you 
just find he’s buried some¬ 
where. They make it God 
damned hard to get to him.” 

First-term Congresswoman 
Elizabeth Furse (D-Oregon) 
has written to the Navy for a 
briefing on Meholick’s case. 
Furse said she became con¬ 
cerned after reading about 
Meholick in The Washington 
Post. 

“I’m interested in the issue 
of his seeming to be unable to 
get in contact with his attor¬ 
ney,” Furse told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “He should be able 
to prepare for his hearing.” 

Spriggs said the military 
also has thwarted Meholick’s 
attempts to talk to the press. 
Meholick was held at Mira¬ 
mar air station near San 
Diego until February; he was 
shipped to Leavenworth to 
squelch media attention, 
Spriggs said. 


Meholick served 18 
months of combat duty in 
Vietnam and won the Bronze 
Star. While aboard the Peary, 
he was meritoriously ad¬ 
vanced to first class petty of¬ 
ficer and his commander rat¬ 
ed him “among the finest pet¬ 
ty officers of the command.” 

Spriggs said he is skeptical 
that justice will be served in 
Meholick’s case. He criticized 
the military’s ban on lesbians 
and gays as well as the Uni¬ 
form Code of Military Justice, 
which outlaws gay sex. Sprig¬ 
gs, who is straight, also con¬ 
demned the military’s clan¬ 
destine court system. 

“In the civil sector, people 
know about trials that are go¬ 
ing on because the press 
writes about them,” Spriggs 
said. “In the military, it is in a 
cloak of secrecy. They can do 
whatever they want. Without 
that exposure to the sensibil¬ 
ity of the nation, they have 
the ability to absolutely, total¬ 
ly pervert criminal justice. 
Criminal justice is a complete 
perversion [in the military]. 
There’s no other way to put 
it. It’s a total perversion.” 

Michael Petrelis of Queer 
Nation tried unsuccessfully to 
meet with Meholick March 6. 
Petrelis along with local ac¬ 
tivists held a press conference 
at Ft. Leavenworth March 8. 

“We believe these charges 
were without merit and that 
because he had blown the 
whistle on these questionable 
accounting practices, he found 
himself the target of an anti¬ 
gay witch hunt,” Petrelis told 
reporters. 

The Navy did not respond 
to questions from the Bay 
Area Reporter by press 
time. ▼ 
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Darrell Yates Rist Talks about Heartlands: 

Interview with an Interviewer 


Darrell Yates Rist is a gay 
author who, like Larry 
Kramer, often finds himself 
more popular with the 
straight press than the gay 
press. His controversial essays 
about such topics as AIDS 
funding, activism, and ACT 
UP have challenged sacro¬ 
sanct views as they have 
elicited enraged responses 
from both the left and right. 

In his new book, Heart¬ 
lands, Rist chronicles the 
lives of lesbians and gays “out 
there,” in what Rist likes to 
call “the middle of the coun¬ 
try.” It’s an impressive 485 
pages of text, a tapestry 
culled from interviews with 
scores of America’s gay wom¬ 
en and men. 

In this exclusive interview 
for the Bay Area Reporter, 
Rist spoke with playwright 
Rob Goldstein, also a gay 
chronicler and also one of the 
subjects Rist interviewed for 
Heartlands. The tables are 
turned for interviewer and in¬ 
terviewee as Rist sounds off 
about what’s wrong with Gay 
Identity, how the gay move¬ 
ment is like the Catholic 
Church, and other interesting 
topics. 

As always, he is unique. 

Bay Area Reporter: 

Where were you born? 

Darrell Yates Rist: In Iron- 
ton, Ohio, right across the riv¬ 
er from Ashland, Kentucky, 
and Huntington, West Vir¬ 



ginia, in the Appalachian coal 
mining belt. 


Was it a poor background? 

I think most of my extend¬ 
ed family, the coal-mining 
part, was terribly poor. I 
wouldn’t say we were poor, 
but we were not above lower 
middle class in the ’50s. 

I ask because many people 
from poor backgrounds 
have a point when they 
somehow find out they are 
poor, and I was wondering 
about yours. 

My grandmother, especial¬ 
ly when I would have any 
“pretensions,” anything above 
class, would always take 


me aside and remind me that 
I should always remember we 
were “just poor folk.” That af¬ 
fected me rather deeply, and 
although I’m sure it affected 
me in negative ways, it also 
had positive effects on me: 
that one statement, that one 
caveat, always kept me re¬ 
membering what my roots 
were. 

Did it limit you? 

It expanded me. It remind¬ 
ed me that race didn’t matter, 
ethnicity didn’t matter, ulti¬ 
mately it came down to eco¬ 
nomic status. There were 
ways I insisted on improving 
myself — I got a college educa¬ 
tion, and in graduate school at 
least I went for the best of the 
universities. I think that was 
partly because I wanted to 
disprove the attitude that we 
were just poor folk. 

But I think there was also 
a nobility about my grand¬ 
mother’s assessment: we had 
very poor people’s values, 
which were a lot of times 
classier than the best of the 
values of the West. 

I think that’s really the im¬ 
pulse behind Heartlands. 
[While researching the book] I 
stayed and visited with peo¬ 
ple who weren’t poor, certain¬ 
ly, but the real urge was to 
get out and talk to the com¬ 
mon people of America. Con¬ 
trary to Edmund White’s 
States of Desire and other 
books which concentrated on 
the more affluent people, I 



gave a special place to the 
poor folk. 

In your opinion, is the gay 
community classist? 

Well, first of all, I think 
you have to answer the ques¬ 
tion, “Is there a gay communi¬ 
ty?” 

Let's assume there is. 

If there is such a thing as 
the gay community, then it is 
classist, since it’s largely 
made of up white, upper mid¬ 
dle class men. I think lesbians 
have now found their place in 
that, but you don’t find poor 
lesbians, you don’t find work¬ 
ing class lesbians, you don’t 
find working class men. 

And yet the sexual imagery 
in the gay community is al¬ 
most invariably images of 
working class men or lower 
class boys. 

Yes, taken by the upper 
middle class white man and 
used in their magazines. 

I want to go back to your 
childhood. What is your 
earliest memory? 

Being on my knees, pray¬ 
ing God for forgiveness. 

For what? 

We were Pentecostals, and 
in a sin-laden religion — I’ll 
put it this way: everything 
you did was a sin. Everything 
you did was going to cast you 
into the pit of hell (and this 
was even before I had really 
good sexual desires): disobey¬ 
ing my parents in the sim¬ 
plest ways, if I told a white 
lie, or if I “sassed” my mother 
— and of course, as many gay 
readers will know, I’m very 
sassy. 

Do you think that this is an 
attitude that you carry with 
you? 

I think you never get over 
that sort of thing. 

You've been accused by 
your critics of being harsh 
in your judgments. I was 
wondering if you see it as a 
trait that has been carried 
over. 

I don’t think I can deny 
that. I mean, we’re all prod¬ 
ucts to some extent of our 
childhood. We have to find 
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ways to deal with and recog¬ 
nize what those hangovers 
from our childhoods are. 
Emotionally and spiritually I 
was dealt with very harshly; 
that doesn’t mean my parents 
were cruel to me, but the re¬ 
ligion and the environment 
was brutal in many ways and 
I think my response to that is 
still to indulge that kind of at¬ 
titude toward everything else. 

I do think however, that 
one of my best efforts to get 
away from harsh judgments 
of other people is in Heart¬ 
lands. I don’t think it’s a 
harsh book. I think it’s a very 
loving book, and not in the 
same vein, say, as my essays 
in which I take the people 
with whom I disagree to task. 

When I wrote “AIDS as 
Apocalypse” for the Nation a 
few years ago, criticizing the 
gay community for its single- 
minded interest in AIDS to 
the exclusion of the old fash¬ 
ioned gay rights issues, there 
was a storm of protest that 
lasted — well, it still goes on. I 
still have enemies that were 
made in those days. 

I think when people read 
Heartlands, they think, “well, 
this isn’t exactly what we ex¬ 
pected.” They find that I’m 
writing sensitively about real 
people. 

Is it your perception that 
there is a difference be¬ 
tween the gay liberation 
movement of the '70s and 
the gay civil rights move¬ 
ment as it has developed? 

Absolutely; I think we 
were more concerned back 
then with opening up sexual¬ 
ity. 

The thrust was more, “Not 
only are we not going to 
apologize for being this 
way, we don't give a damn 
why we're this way?" 

Yes, absolutely! I don’t 
think any of us went around 
trying to explain ourselves 
the way we do now with all 
these scientific studies and re¬ 
ports that promise to explain 
why people are homosexual. I 
think probably the most sig¬ 
nificant difference is now we 
have to root around in the 
soil to find justification for 
what we do. 

Do you think AIDS has had 
something to do with that? 

Certainly AIDS has turned 
the whole thrust of the move¬ 
ment to a kind of scientific 
justification because medicine 
is science. We’ve become so 
focused on medicine and scien¬ 
tific theory, whether it’s about 
disease or about our sexuality, 
that we seem to have locked 
ourselves into a new prison.” 

It's interesting: the word 
“homophobia" reflects the 
psychological nature of our 
oppression: the fact that 
psychiatry was used 
against us can be seen in 
that we came back with a 
neurosis in response — 

"Oh, yeah? Well then 
you're homophobic." And 
of course, homophobia in 
the community now has a 
meaning more similar to 
"racist," because we've al¬ 
lowed ourselves to be cate¬ 
gorized as an ethnic group. 

It seems we have not yet 
managed to get away from 
being defined by The Other 
as Other. 

That’s the point of Heart¬ 
lands, really. 

But we define ourselves as 
Other, too. 

We define ourselves as

Other every bit as much. It 
gives us a sense of special¬ 
ness. 

Do you think it's just that? 
Aren't there economic and 
social reasons? 

Yes, there are, and politi¬ 
cal reasons: if you can set 
yourself off as a kind of alien 
group with special needs, then 
you carve out for yourself a 
whole geography of preroga¬ 
tives. That allows the gay po¬ 
litical structure to stand un¬ 
challenged, it allows all the 
gay demands to stand unchal¬ 
lenged, and it allows the gay 
leaders to stand unchallenged. 

For all of the myths we 
make up about ourselves, we 
also have as many damaging 
myths about straight people. 
When I was in the middle of 
the country — while there was 
homophobia and there was 
anti-gay violence — there was 
still a much more vibrant tol¬ 
erance than I could have ex¬ 
pected as a gay activist, and I 
think that’s why a lot of these 
[gay] people in the middle of 
the country don’t want any¬ 
thing to do with the Gay Com¬ 
munity, because they realize 
the different kinds of experi¬ 
ence of homosexuality. A lot 
of them aren’t so interested in 
putting on a button that says 
“I’m gay,” but they are still 
very open about their same- 
sex lives. And since they don’t 
define themselves different — 
in fact, a lot of them wouldn’t 
even define themselves as gay, 
even though they’re in same- 
sex relationships — they get 


along better with their neigh¬ 
bors. 

When I traveled for Heart¬ 
lands, one of the things I real¬ 
ized is that a major reason 
why the people out there in 
the middle of the country 
don’t give a damn about gay 
identity even though they may 
live openly as homosexuals is 
that there are so many more 
crucial survival needs that 
they have. 

It comes down to this: I saw 
demonstrated all across the 
country that the difference be¬ 
tween Us and Them has not 
so much to do with genes and 
psychological development as 
it does with a choice, which 
we made very forcefully a 
time ago, to express our homo¬ 
sexuality. That doesn’t mean 
that other people — all other 
people — don’t have this desire, 
and that given the right cir¬ 
cumstances they might not 
feel the desire as much as we 
do. It simply means that we 
are the ones who decided ear¬ 
ly on in our lives to begin in¬ 
dulging the desire, accepting 
the desire, and to socialize the 
desire. There are no differ¬ 
ences between gays and 
straights in any fundamental 
sense. 

The best thing we can do is 
stop becoming so compart¬ 
mentalized; so divided; and 
say we — all of us human be¬ 
ings — are in this together. We 
are basically all facing the 
same things. We have the 
same desires, the same needs, 
and we’re given the same tools 
to deal with it. 

I think that we all grew up 
to a lesser or greater degree in 
a homophobic society that was 
brutal about [being gay]. We’re 
all heirs to this terrible homo¬ 


phobic culture, and we have to 
live with the consequence of 
that, which is that most of us 
still believe the worst about 
ourselves. 

Just the fact that it would 
be odd to use the term "the 
heterosexual community" 
says something about how 
odd it is that there is a gay 
community. Homosexuality 
cuts across all the same so¬ 
cial lines as heterosexuality; 
homosexuality is just hu¬ 
man sexuality. 

That’s true, but what gay 
leaders have done is turn it 
into a religion. The Gay Be¬ 
liefs of New York, San Fran¬ 
cisco, and maybe Chicago are 
based on a religious model, 
with a model dogma, and a 
model of heresy ... at least as 
rigid as the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Isn't it interesting that the 
nemesis the community of¬ 
ten seems to focus on is the 
Catholic Church? 

It’s because it sees itself 
mirrored in it. Such dogmatic 


belief is always the enemy of 
other dogmatists. But the truth 
is, if you get out in the middle 
of the country, away from San 
Francisco and New York, the 
politic isn’t the same because 
the beliefs aren’t the same. 

The real issue, I think, that 
is going to save us, is relying 
on our right to do certain 
things: to exercise our free¬ 
dom of speech. 

Which relies on the ability 
to reason beyond dogma. 

Right. In a more sweeping 
social analysis, capitalism and 
the marketplace seem to take 
over movements, whether 
they’re the black civil rights 
movement or the women’s 
movement, and I think that’s 
what’s happened with the gay 
movement. Once that happens, 
everything sinks into dogma. 
You have to set everything in 
concrete, so you come up with 
these whole ideas about who 
gay people are and why 
they’re that way. 

But I don’t think that we 
can ever expect that most peo¬ 
ple who express same-sex de¬ 


sire will embrace Gay Identity. 
It’s a ludicrous concept: these 
people have their own sets of 
priorities and some of them 
are not even so crucial as eco¬ 
nomic survival. Some of them 
have religious views or philo¬ 
sophical views, or their devo¬ 
tion to their families is such 
that Gay Identity is in active 
conflict with those things. 
That doesn’t mean that they 
won’t express their same-sex 
desire and do so in a way that 
they can be proud of. It just 
means that they’re not going 
to take on a separate identity 
and claim to be a part of a sep¬ 
arate community when they 
don’t see themselves as that 
kind of person. 

Gay Identity and Gay Cul¬ 
ture is a perversion of the mo¬ 
ment. It has nothing to do 
with human reality; it’s only a 
political construct. In time, we 
will lose all of these separate 
associations that we have 
called feminism, racial identi¬ 
ty, and gay identity and we’ll 
just see ourselves as all the 
same muddled group of peo¬ 
ple. ▼

Toklas Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club, is up for 
Harris’s former position as 
the chair of the California 
Democratic Party Lesbian/

A Rubber For Those 
Who Can't Take Rubber 

United Press International 

Scientists at the U.S. Department of Agriculture’s research 
center revealed March 15 they have made major strides toward 
developing an allergy-free rubber. 

Katrina Cornish, a scientist at the facility in Albany, Cali¬ 
fornia, said guayule, a sap from a wild Southwest desert scrub, 
could help deter the spread of AIDS by offering an alternative 
for people allergic to latex condoms. 

Researchers say the sap contains fewer than ten of the pro¬ 
teins that commonly cause problems for those sensitive to rub- 
ber. 

Cornish said as many 500,000 Americans may be allergic to 
latex, the rubber product used in most condoms. She said 
users nationwide have reported allergic reactions ranging from 
a minor skin rash to anaphylactic shock. 

Reseachers said a timetable for guayule rubber products be¬ 
ing available for sale had not been determined. ▼

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Director Michael Wallin Examines the Idealized Other 

Soul 

Enchantment 


by Patrick D. Hoctel 

L ocal gay filmmaker 
Michael Wallin, stand¬ 
ing in his living room 
under the Haitian 
sculpture, Hitching a Ride 
With the Devil, in the photo¬ 
graph at right, sees a definite 
connection between this work 
and his new film. “I see my¬ 
self hitching a ride with the 
devil artistically in this pro¬ 
ject,” he says, “in that it bares 
a certain part of myself that’s 
uncomfortable and makes me 



somewhat vulnerable.” 

The 44-year-old director of 
such films as Decodings, a 
found-footage study of male 
intimacy that won the presti¬ 
gious Grand Prize at the 
Thomas Edison Black Maria 
Festival and was selected for 
the Whitney Biennial, got 
some help financing his latest 
effort from an unexpected 
source. In June of last year, 
the National Endowment for 
the Arts (NEA), while still un¬ 
der the iron thumb of Anne 
Imelda Radice, awarded him 
a $19,000 grant for what he 
terms a “frankly homoerotic” 
proposal for his film. 

Recently the B.A.R. 
talked with Wallin, who’s cur¬ 
rently pursuing an M.A. in 
psychology at the California 
Institute of Integral studies 
while doing an internship at 
Operation Concern, about the 
NEA grant, the contest to 
name his new film, his collab¬ 
oration with gay novelist 
Stephen Beachy ( The 
Whistling Song), and men 
and mystery, among other 
things. 

★ ★ ★ 

Patrick D. Hoctel: What was 
your reaction when you 
heard about the NEA 
grant? 

Michael Wallin: I was very 


surprised. I absolutely didn’t 
expect it. My proposal was 
frankly homoerotic — that was 
clearly what the film was 
about, gay sexuality. I 
might’ve altered the language 
and not used the words “pe¬ 
nis” or “cock,” but those were 
the only things that were 
changed from proposals I’ve 
submitted to other organiza¬ 
tions. The work I submitted 
with the proposal was Decod¬ 
ings, which is also very ho¬ 
moerotic, particularly in the 
language, the text. When I ex¬ 
pressed disbelief [about get¬ 
ting the grant], I was told that 
she’d [Radice] signed off on it. 

How much are you budget¬ 
ing for the film? 

I’m looking at a cost of 
$30,000-$33,000. The grant 
will pay for about two-thirds 
of the film. 

Tell me about it. What’s it 
called? What’s it about? 

At this point the film has 
no title. I had a working title 
for my grant proposals, Fur¬ 
ther Clues to a Self-Discov¬ 
ery, which is completely non¬ 
descript and doesn’t say any¬ 
thing at all. I played around 
with some other possible ti¬ 
tles — not to actually use but 
to get an idea of something 
that might be more relevant — 
but they’ve already been tak¬

en, such as Law of Desire o r 
Rules of Attraction. I’d like 
to announce that there’s a 
contest to name the film, and 
you may win $100 if you 
come up with the right title. 

The film is about — this is 
the hardest part — enchant¬ 
ment. Enchantment with an¬ 
other individual that you 
know very little about, their 
physical beauty and the beau¬ 
ty of their soul, perhaps. But 
it’s a lot about the process of 
how we construct a fantasy, 
how we project desired qual¬ 


ities onto this idealized per¬ 
son and go from there. But it 
goes deeper than that. It 
moves to a level of longing, 
yearning, and need for con¬ 
nection between two people. 
That’s the big picture. 

Is it near completion? 

The film is maybe 95 per¬ 
cent shot, and I’m now in the 
editing process. My intention 
is to have the film finished 
sometime this year. I shot the 
whole film, except for a few

June Jordan Chronicles Our Times 

A Treasured Voice

W riter June Jordan 
is certainly one of 
the most eloquent 
voices of our 
time. She has chronicled this 
age with lyrical precision in 
both her poetry and prose. 

Currently celebrating the 
publication of her third vol¬ 
ume of essays, Technical Dif¬ 
ficulties (Random House, 
$24), the Berkeley English 
professor recently read some 
of her work to a packed audi¬ 
ence at Modern Times Book¬ 
store, in one of her all-too-in- 
frequent appearances, and 
spoke about the connections 
between oppressions based 
on sexuality, race, and class. 

Jordan addressed the lift¬ 
ing of the ban on gays in the 
military controversy, but con¬ 


cluded, “I wish nobody was in 
the army, actually.” She 
placed this issue in the con¬ 
text of the larger, never-end¬ 
ing struggle in this country 
“to redefine who are the peo¬ 
ple,” which has always been 
decided upon by those in 
power. 

Gays and lesbians are only 
the latest victims, stated Jor¬ 
dan, citing the daily reports 
on our status, rights, wins and 
losses in the courts and on the 
streets. The present situation 
regarding our rights is a “life 
and death matter,” she be¬ 
lieves, and again, she says, the 
question remains, “Who are 
the people?” She linked this 
question to the current immi¬ 
gration policy targeting 
Haitians, pointing out that the 
Pilgrims had neither green 
cards nor permission to come 
here. 


Blessed by Family 

Blessed by the support and 
shelter provided by her West 
Indian family, Jordan read a 
piece about her father, begin¬ 


ning with the striking image 
of him taking photographs of 
the Statue of Liberty and re¬ 
flecting that this country has 
“given its least to those who 
have loved it the most.” 


A meditation on Martin 
and Malcolm, “Now Is the 
Time,” also considered the 
“buffer class” of black people, 
what Jordan calls the 
“Clarence Thomas class,” and 
the urgent need to look be¬ 
yond a race-based solution to 
problems. 

Jordan concluded with a 
work written during Reagan’s 
“ascendancy” to the presiden¬ 
cy, a provocative look at how 
much has — or has not — 
changed since. 

The national spotlight 
which was recently on Maya 
Angelou has also been fo¬ 
cused on other writers of col¬ 
or. As one of the most trea¬ 
sured, Jordan not only values 
the lessons of personal and 
political histories, but frames 
them in such a way that we 
can all recognize how our 
own histories are inextricable 
threads of a larger fabric. 
Technical Difficulties, another 
example of her meticulous 
writing, examines both the 
causes of our pain and the 
sources of our hope. ▼

of Outstanding Television 
Dramatic Series. Melrose 
qualifies for this honor be¬ 
cause it has consistently pre¬ 
sented, in a minor recurring 
role, one gay male character 
who has no sex life and no 
gay friends. The sad truth is 
that, as far as television 
dramatic series go, this has 
been the only regular presen¬ 
tation of a gay person this 
season. It’s somewhat ironic 
that we’re now giving out 
awards simply because one 
show didn’t bash us. But 
change comes slowly and this, 
’unfortunately, is a sign of the 
television times. 

As a public service to the 
three of you who haven’t 
heard, we present Madon¬ 
na's announcement of her 
imminent, if not immaculate, 
conception. She just knows 
she’s going to get pregnant 
this year, she just knows it’s 
going to be a boy, and she 
just knows he’s going to be 
gay. If she names it Jesus, 
we’re all in big trouble. 

You can’t say the Globe 
doesn’t have good taste — they 
only steal from the best. Sev¬ 
eral weeks after Spy’s excel¬ 
lent March issue hit the 
stands with its “Was JFK A 
Drag Queen?” cover, the 
Globe does a piece on John 
Wayne and asks, “Was 
Duke Really A Duchess?” 
The Globe also prints “a nev- 
er-seen-before photo” of a fey 
Wayne in girly espadrilles 
and tight-tight short-shorts.

First off, it’s Kristy McNi- 
chol snuggling in a bowling 
alley with Kari Michaelsen, 
who stars in the shitcom, 
Gimme A Break. “It was re¬ 
ally a shocking sight,” accord¬ 
ing to the eyewitness.

The pho¬ 
tos accompanying the article 
show the ladies hugging and 
walking away with their arms 
around each other. Shocking, 
indeed. 

Next, there’s an item about 
Boy George and Marky

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The San Francisco Gay Men's Chorus at 15 

For the Boys 


by Philip Campbell 

T he San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus is cele¬ 
brating its 15th an¬ 
niversary Saturday, 
March 27, with a concert at 
Davies Symphony Hall titled 
Brahms, Bernstein, and the 
Boys. The first chorus in the 
world to use “gay” in its name 
will continue the festivities 
with additional shows in July 
and December. A trip to 
Washington, D.C., in April 
will coincide with Gay Pride 
Week and the national march. 

Artistic Director Dr. Stan 
Hill enters his fifth year with 
a program that features the 
world premieres of four 
Brahms songs, newly orches¬ 
trated and conducted by com¬ 
poser Conrad Susa, and 
Robert Seeley’s “Everyone 
Sang!” with lyrics by poet 
Siegfried Sassoon. Included 
also are the West Coast pre¬ 
mieres of Mozart’s “Masonic” 
Cantata and “Leonard Bern¬ 
stein — A Choral Tribute.” 

In July the Boston Gay 
Men’s Chorus and the Port¬ 
land Gay Men’s Chorus will 
team up to perform in Our 
Gay Legacy, also at Davies 
Hall. The centerpiece of that 
evening will be “Hidden 
Legacies,” commissioned by 
the Gay Men’s Chorus of Los 
Angeles and tracing the histo¬ 
ry of our movement from 
Stonewall. 

Rounding out the season is 
the traditional December 
bash, this year a Big Hair 
Holiday! The expected yule- 
tide favorites will be aug¬ 
mented by show tunes from 
Jule Styne, Kander and Ebb, 
and Stephen Sondheim. Per¬ 
forming at the newly opened 
South-of-Market Center for 
the Arts at Yerba Buena Gar¬ 
dens, the SF Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus will be one of the first 
groups to appear at that com¬ 
plex. 


Thrilling Milestone 

The chorus has come a 
long way since it first sang on 
the steps of San Francisco’s 
City Hall the night of the as¬ 
sassinations of Supervisor 
Harvey Milk and Mayor 
George Moscone in Novem¬ 
ber 1978. A whole generation 
scarcely remembers those 


grim days or the euphoric 
years that followed. 

At a time when the word 
“queer” is gaining increased 
acceptance, it is hard to re¬ 
member when “gay” was a 
bold embodiment of pride 
and early repertoire like 
“Stouthearted Men,” “We 
Kiss in a Shadow” and “From 
the Silence” could put a lump 
in the throat, but for those of 
us who were there, it was a 
thrilling milestone. 


The SF Gay 
Men's Chorus

There are many who still 
praise original Music Director 
Dick Kramer’s taste and vi¬ 
sion in channeling the talent 
and energy of the founding 
members of the chorus. His 
daring and trust turned a hap¬ 
py curiosity into a respected 
musical organization, capable 
of comparison with estab¬ 
lished professionals. 

The Spring Concert of 
1981 was, perhaps, the most 
important artistic and politi¬ 
cal turning point. Having con¬ 
tracted to perform the Liszt 
Requiem in a suitably eccle¬ 
siastical venue (St. Ignatius 
Catholic Church), the Arch¬ 
diocese of San Francisco sud¬ 
denly pulled the plug. The 
chorus won a civil suit with 
financial remuneration in one 


of the few cases of outright 
discrimination in their histo¬ 
ry. The resulting publicity led 
to three sold-out perfor¬ 
mances and rave reviews 
from critics who might not 
otherwise have attended. 

A financially crippling na¬ 
tional tour brought additional 
fame and an important lesson 
in fiscal responsibility. The 
debt was repaid years later, 
but the organization has prac¬ 
ticed careful progress with an 
eye toward survival ever 
since. 

Daunting Task 

Sensible investments in 
recording projects are costly 
at the top, but have proven 
profitable in the long run. 
The upcoming concert at 
Davies will be taped with a 
full orchestra of pricey union 
musicians (many of whom 
specifically requested the gig), 
but the results should amply 
justify the risk. 

Stan Hill faces the daunt¬ 
ing task of continuing a tradi¬ 
tion filled with memories of 
Ernie Veniegas and his lead¬ 
ership during the first fright¬ 
ening years of an expanding 
health crisis. Those holiday 
concerts took on added 
warmth and urgency as we 
came together for support 
and affirmation. Greg Tail- 
man saw the group through a 
tenth anniversary that includ¬ 
ed a legendary evening with 
Charles Pierce and Barbara 
Cook, and went on to a San 
Francisco Opera debut with 
performances in The Flying 
Dutchman and Parsifal. 

Not all the points have 
been as high — and sometimes 
the pedestrian has been nar¬ 
rowly avoided — but in five 
years Hill has maintained a 
standard of excellence that 
shows no signs of strain and 
he faces the future with a re¬ 
markable mixture of opti¬ 
mism and dedication. The 
mantle of “good will ambas¬ 
sadors” falls to his singers, 
but they wear it lightly. Ex¬ 
acting requirements for mem¬ 
bership ensure artistic worth 
and the fabled annual retreats 
manage to keep things gay. 
The San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus is attracting a new 
generation of fans by still do¬ 
ing it for the boys after 15 
years. ▼

L ast year, I remember 
being somewhat an¬ 
noyed with nearly ev¬ 
ery program present¬ 
ed by San Francisco Ballet — 
not because the dancing 
wasn’t great and not because 
many of the works weren’t 
sufficiently engaging, but be¬ 
cause the balance of repertory 
selections often seemed so 
bizarre and the quality of se¬ 
lected pieces so uneven. 

This year, there are consid¬ 
erably fewer new ballets and 
many of the second-rate 
pieces seem to have disap¬ 
peared from the stage. Audi¬ 
ences are also being asked to 
take a second, or even a third, 
look at familiar works and to 
consider the changes encour¬ 
aged by fresh casting choices. 

What this means, in part, 
is that San Francisco Ballet is 
currently making the most 
out of limited financial re¬ 
sources. But the silver lining 
to fiscal hard times is that this 
is also a season for connois¬ 
seurs. Overall, the mix of 
dances on each of the first 
four programs has been re¬ 
markably varied and consis¬ 
tently good. 

Near Perfect Evening 

This was nowhere more 
evident than last Tuesday 
night (March 9) in the ballets 
featured on Program Four. 
The selections include Balan¬ 
chine’s Rubies, Helgi Tomas- 
son’s Le Quattro Stagioni, 
and Jerome Robbins’ The 
Concert. And, as any astute 
ballet veteran knows, all 
three pieces have made previ¬ 
ous appearances in company 
programming. 

But as a group, the ballets 
present a near perfect 
evening of emotional and 
stylistic variation. Rubies 
was given new life with Eve¬ 
lyn Cisneros and Anthony 
Randazzo as the featured 
principals. Randazzo, in par¬ 
ticular, infuses the demanding 
male lead with a jazzy, devil- 
may-care exuberance. 

Tomasson’s Le Quattro 
Stagioni, first seen during 
the 1992 season, is one of the 
choreographer’s best and 
most thought-provoking 
works. Set to Antonio Vival¬ 
di’s popular concertos (one for 
each of the four seasons), the 
ballet encourages viewers to 
recognize a darker, more seri¬ 
ous and turbulent side to the 
familiar music. 

The special appeal of 
Tomasson’s approach is that 
he mixes an essentially neo¬ 
classic style with ideas and 


imagery from postmodern 
dance. In “Winter,” the 
dance’s fourth movement, I 
love it when all the boys 
crouch, heads bent, and hop — 
even if I don’t quite know 
what it’s supposed to mean. 

The Concert was first pre¬ 
sented by New York City Bal¬ 
let in 1956 and has been 
danced numerous times since 
its 1987 local premiere. This 
ballet is also a great crowd- 
pleaser — and deservedly so. 
Choreographed to a series of 
Chopin piano pieces, The 
Concert is equally funny and 


poignant, and full of Robbins’ 
astute observations on human 
nature. This year’s cast is 
mostly new, representing a 
tour de force of youth and 
imaginative possibility. Katita 
Waldo, David Justin, Sara 
Sessions, and Paul Gibson 
were especially engaging in 
their character roles. 

* * * 

Besides the ballet, this was 
also the week for “talking 
about disabilities” at the Bay 
Area Dance Series. Three of 
the four selections on the Fri¬ 
day night (March 12) program 
emphasized spoken text and 
two of the works included 
wheelchair-confined perform¬ 
ers. 

Richard Chen See’s 
Shapeshifting was a two-part 
work, featuring six dancers 
moving in a lyrical ensemble 
in the first segment and a 
duet, of sorts, between a 
wheelchair-bound narrator 
and solo performer in the sec¬ 
ond portion. I am not sure 
why, or how, the two parts 
were meant to connect, but 
the text, , written by Matthew 
Soyster, was remarkably com¬ 
plex and poetic. 

See’s other dance, Red 
Thread, was an eclectic 
blend of dance, performance, 
and political harangue. It in¬ 
cluded an extended mono¬ 
logue on the need for in¬ 
creased compassion for AIDS 
sufferers — and the result was 
as predictable and cloying as 
soapbox oratory ever gets. 


Yet the most shameless 
and exploitive piece of the 
evening was a performance 
work presented by Remy 
Charlip, Paul Cotton, John In¬ 
gle, and the mostly 
wheelchair-confined Neil Mar¬ 
cus. The Art of Human Being 
tells the story of Marcus, a 
disabled individual whose 
speech is slurred and whose 
control of body motion is 
both limited and erratic. The 
moral of this biographical tale 
is that everybody needs a lit¬ 
tle more lovin’. But that fa¬ 
miliar truism, presented with 
such tedious exposition, is 
hardly of sufficient interest 
for the theatrical stage. 

The final work included 
on the series program was 
Robert Henry Johnson’s 
Hemisphere, a three-part 
dance for five men and two 
women. Dressed in a variety 
of abbreviated spandex shorts 
and leotards, the dancers fre¬ 
quently suggested a video 
commercial for the latest un¬ 
dergarment offerings from In¬ 
ternational Male. In terms of 
choreography, and amid a 
profusion of travelingyetes, i t 
was impossible not to note 
the steps, and other ideas, 
borrowed from William 
Forsythe, the gloom-and- 
doom choreographer of the 
Stuttgart Ballet. ▼

Sci-Fi Architecture

I magine a fabulous three- 
way between futurist 
Antonio di Sant’Elia, 
Frank Lloyd Wright, 
and Flash Gordon, and you 
might begin to conjure up the 
architecture of Shin Takamat¬ 
su. Science-fiction architec¬ 
ture may be too reductive a 
term for the work of this 
highly original architect, the 
subject of a new one-man ex¬ 
hibition at the San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art, but 
his buildings do hum with the 
electric excitement of futur¬ 
ism. They find and convey 
the truest elegance possible in 
advanced technology. 

This is the first extensive 
showing of Takamatsu’s work 
outside of Japan, where he is 
well-known and quite prolific. 
Intended to showcase the ar¬ 
chitect’s extraordinary cre¬ 
ations, the exhibition itself 
threatens to upstage the work 
it celebrates. 

The installation in the mu¬ 
seum’s rotunda is the most 
marvelous and remarkable 
use_ of that exalted, skylit 
space I have ever seen. De¬ 
signed by Takamatsu himself, 
the constructed environment 
is composed of four raised 


pavilions, each one devoted to 
the study of a major Taka¬ 
matsu building. The pavilions 
are linked by glass bridges 
floating above a sea of gilded 
pebbles. Into the glass path¬ 
ways are inlaid sketches and 
other documents. Scale mod¬ 
els of different projects are 
displayed in cases mounted 
on mirrored pedestals so that 
they, too, appear to float in 
mid-air. The effect is spectac¬ 
ular. There is something dis¬ 
concerting about stepping on 
the drawings, but it’s part of 
the adventure of discovering 
Takamatsu’s work. He has 
used this effect before, having 
built a discotheque in Japan 
with a glass dance floor. 

Takamatsu and other 
Japanese architects are design¬ 
ing buildings which are 
among the most innovative in 
the world, working as they do 
with the most dense urban 
landscapes on earth. The four 
projects showcased give am¬ 
ple evidence of ingenuity. 

High-Tech Candelabra 

Kirin Plaza Osaka (1985- 
87) is an extraordinary high- 
tech candelabra, a building 
with the sole purpose of pub¬ 
licizing and enhancing the 
prestige of its sponsoring cor-

poration. Its shoji-screenlike 
components rise from lively 
facades. The highlight of the 
Kunibiki Messe convention 
center (1990-ongoing) is a soar¬ 
ing interior space filled with 
volumes of various geometric 
shapes. Origin (1980-86) and 
Syntax (1988-90) are remark¬ 
able for their free use of ma¬ 
chinelike and organic forms: 
Origin looks like a Cyclops 
on one elevation, a mosque 
on another. There may be an 
underlying symmetry to the 
Syntax commercial arcade 
that hints of classical orders, 
but the invention and mass¬ 
ing are unmistakably Taka¬ 
matsu’s own. 

His creation of personal 
systems of ornament and id¬ 
iosyncratic take on classicism 
put me in mind of Wright, 
while his inspired use of con¬ 
crete and geometric cut-outs 
points to the influence of 
Louis Kahn. Otherwise, there 
are few points of reference. 
For a student of architectural 
history like me, being intro¬ 
duced to this visionary archi¬ 
tect of exuberant and adven¬ 
turesome buildings was a bit 
like meeting Le Corbusier — 
the Next Generation. 

Each major project is illus¬ 
trated by computer graphics 
on HDTV [high-definition 
TV], And the show’s knock- 
your-socks-off feature is a 
video tour through Takamat¬ 
su’s buildings, thanks to the 
magic of 3-D large-screen 
HDTV. The feeling of actual¬ 
ly moving through three-di¬ 
mensional space is guaran¬ 
teed to thrill and sets a stan¬ 
dard for museum presenta¬ 
tions of architecture. 

The Japanese have taken 
to high technology as if it 
were their very own art form. 
The 3-D HDTV video was 
created using one of only 
three cameras which are capa¬ 
ble of producing such an ef¬ 
fect. Tokyo TV was covering 
the press opening, and at one 
point I became aware of a 


cameraman panning over me 
scribbling notes on my little 
reporter’s pad — tableau of 
dumb American with his low- 
tech ways. 

The architect, only 45 but 
already greatly accomplished 
and the recipient of major 
prizes, claimed at the press 
conference that his work con¬ 
tains secrets and would be 
glad to have any we discov¬ 
ered “whispered in his ear.” I 
never achieved that intimacy, 
but am happy to share one 
from my slightly skewed per¬ 
spective here: The windows 
of the street facade of the 
Syntax building read phallic, 
with testicular portholes and 
rectangular shafts. Take your¬ 
self down to SFMOMA and 
see for yourself. ▼

gives them are straight out of 
a Hollywood B-movie, but 
they are engaging if not en¬ 
tirely worthy of their source. 

The redhead and the man 
in the fedora, it turns out, are 
having an affair. He’s mar¬ 
ried; she’s recently divorced 
after having hastily married a 
departing soldier. The soda 
jerk is something of a dimwit 
who longs for the adventure 
of the war. The most interest¬ 
ing twist in Blake’s interpreta¬ 
tion is the man seen from the 
back, a black war veteran just 
returned from duty in Africa. 


The element of racial ten¬ 
sion adds to the already pal¬ 
pable sense of frustration and 
loneliness and makes 
Nighthawks a strong, charac¬ 
ter-driven one-act. The perfor¬ 
mances by the men are uni¬ 
formly solid, especially Andre 
C. Andree’s performance as 
Wray, the black vet. Kate Si- 
monton seems to have gradu¬ 
ated from the Liza Minnelli 
school of acting in which ev¬ 
ery dramatic moment de¬ 
serves a nervous giggle or a 
widening of the eyes. Simon- 
ton’s musical theatre perfor¬ 
mance in a straightforward 
drama is decidedly out of 
place. 


Off Course 

The second one-act, In the 
Night Cafe, is also inspired 
by Hopper’s painting, but is 
set in 1983 and veers way off 
course. The tension and dra¬ 
ma of the first act is com¬ 
pletely absent in the second. 

In this modern version, the 
waiter is gay, the woman is a 
bleach-blond bimbo waiting 
for her black pimp, and the 
man seen from the back is a 
drunken gay actor come to 
moan about a dying friend. In 
keeping with the lackluster 
writing here, all the actors 
give bad performances. John 
Cowan as the boezed-up thes¬ 


pian is saddled with one of 
the most ludicrous mono¬ 
logues about death and child¬ 
hood ever written. (“All my 
memories become innuendo.” 
What does this mean?) Blake 
chooses to depict two gay 
men, yet neither man is al¬ 
lowed to speak frankly about 
his homosexuality and AIDS 
is hinted at but never specifi¬ 
cally addressed. With such a 
coy, dramatically hollow ap¬ 
proach, In the Night Cafe 
quickly turns its subject mat¬ 
ter into pretentious drivel. ▼

Creatures of the Night

N ighthawks, an 
evening of two one- 
act plays based on 
the Edward Hop¬ 
per painting of the same 
name, gets off to an excellent 
start. Before a single actor 
makes his entrance, standards 
of the early ’40s are piped 
into the tiny Artfull Circle 
Theatre and the curtainless 
stage exposes the beautiful 
set by designer and director 
Wayne Buidens ( Whatever 
Happened to B.B. Jane?). 

In a small space, Buidens 
has managed to recreate the 
lonely, atmospheric panorama 
Hopper painted in 1942 at the 
height of World War II. The 
vivid colors of Hopper’s diner 
— red, green, and yellow — 
pulsate into the audience and 
contrast with the gray dark¬ 
ness of the night outside the 
diner’s enormous corner win¬ 
dow. Feeling yourself im¬ 
mersed in the world of the 
painting, you can’t help antic¬ 
ipating the drama of Hopper’s 
lonely “nighthawks” come to 
life. 

Playwright Evan Blake 
has taken on an enormous 
challenge in adapting the 
Hopper painting for the stage. 
The painting already conveys 
its own powerful drama, so 
any adaptation has to be, at 
least, worthy of its source. 

Blake’s first act, 
Nighthawks, is set in 1943 
and faithfully recreates the 
painting’s characters: the 
white-hatted soda jerk behind 
the counter, the redhead in

Here's Looking at Us 


The Lavender Screen 

by Boze Hadleigh; Citadel Press, $17.95

G ay author and bon 
vivant Boze 

Hadleigh surveys 
lesbian and gay im¬ 
agery in mainstream Ameri¬ 
can and European cinema in 
The Lavender Screen. The 
author for the most part re¬ 
configures rather than ex¬ 
pands on the groundbreaking 
data Vito Russo compiled in 
The Celluloid Closet, but 
does add some diverting and 
pertinent footnotes to gay 
film history. 

This handsome tome is the 
latest entry in the well-estab¬ 
lished Citadel film series. 
Written for a general reader- 
ship, the photo-filled books — 
which cover stars’ careers and 
specific themes — tend to em¬ 
phasize description over anal¬ 
ysis. 

Hadleigh’s offering is more 
text-heavy than most, and his 
organization of his material 
by subject matter — e.g., 
“School Days,’’ “Roomies,” 
“Lesbians You Love to Hate,” 
and “Older Men, Younger 
Men” — is superb. Excerpts 
from release-date reviews 
(Pauline Kael, John Simon, 
the Advocate and this paper 
are frequent sources) reflect a 
range of critical stances to¬ 
ward gay-themed films and 
how personal prejudices often 
colored straight reviewers’ 
opinions. 

Nosy and Dishy 

As might be expected 
from the author of the nosy 


Conversations With My El¬ 
ders (among them Rock Hud¬ 
son, Sal Mineo, and George 
Cukor) and the dishy The 
Vinyl Closet: Gays in the Mu¬ 
sic World, there is lots of gos¬ 
sip in The Lavender Screen. 
This is not always the draw¬ 
back it might seem. Behind- 
the-scenes maneuvering, who 
slept with whom, who hated 
whom — these often were de¬ 
cisive influences on produc¬ 
tions, particularly those which 
involved (onscreen or off) as 
taboo a subject as homosexu¬ 
ality. 


There is lots 
of gossip in 
The Lavender 
Screen, 
which is not 
always the 
drawback it 
might seem. 


Some anecdotes have got¬ 
ten a little stale: Spencer Tra¬ 
cy’s explanation of homosex¬ 
uality to a disbelieving 
Katharine Hepburn (hashed 
and rehashed in Russo and 
numerous bios of the two ac¬ 
tors, as, well as Joseph 
Mankiewicz’s); John Huston’s 
badgering of Montgomery 
Clift on the set of Freud; 
Robert Redford’s refusal to 
play gay in Inside Daisy 


Clover; Sylvester Stallone’s 
warning to Perry King about 
the consequences of playing 
gay characters. 

Less known is that three of 
the stars of The Boys in the 
Band subsequently died of 
AIDS. The film’s publicity 
campaign was decidedly coy 
on the subject of their real-life 
sexuality. 

Also of interest are items 
outlining the alterations of 
films for network television. 
NBC, for instance, reshot part 
of Joseph Losey’s peculiar Se¬ 
cret Ceremony, added a char¬ 
acter, and essentially reconsti¬ 
tuted the plot for the film’s 
television debut. According to 
Hadleigh, the NBC version 
deleted lesbian-tinged mas¬ 
sage and bathtub scenes (the 
latter is a beaut) between 
Elizabeth Taylor and Mia 
Farrow. 

Likewise, cable TV’s Arts 
and Entertainment channel 
snipped out Anne Heywood’s 
R-rated masturbation scene 
from The Fox. 

Entertainment, Sociology 

In his preface, Hadleigh 
writes that “gay-themed films 
may be taken on two levels: 
as entertainment and as cellu¬ 
loid sociology.” Unfortunate¬ 
ly, the Citadel format doesn’t 
allow for in-depth inquiry, 
and Hadleigh’s occasional at¬ 
tempts at it often miss key el¬ 
ements. 

The author rightly chides 
Hollywood and British films 
for being “incapable of depict¬ 
ing friendship between a ho¬ 
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The young E.T., actress- 
prior to sainthood (above) 


mosexual and a heterosexual 
of the same gender,” though 
such friendships obviously oc¬ 
cur frequently in real life. He 
proposes talk shows as proof 
that “much of America is 
ready to deal with gay- 
straight friendships and bisex¬ 
uality,” but doesn’t acknowl¬ 
edge the significant differ¬ 
ences between commercial 
cinema and television — and 
how the messages of each 
epitomize and influence the 
American psyche. 

People may be able to deal 
with lesbian and gay topics in 
the privacy of their homes 
when they’re not paying to 
view them and when the mes¬ 
sages come in a format (“look 
at the freaks”) they are com¬ 
fortable with. Although both 
involve moving pictures, as 
rituals, going to the movies 
and watching TV serve dis¬ 
tinct functions (though some 
of these do overlap), none of 
which Hadleigh alludes to 
even in passing. 

As with The Vinyl Closet, 
some flat-out mistakes in The 
Lavender Screen (e.g., the de¬ 
scription of The Sergeant as 
a black-and-white film) make 


one uneasy about tne author s 
scholarship, but the research 
here is, for the most part, sol¬ 
id and Hadleigh’s errors in¬ 
consequential. Readers may 
not agree with all his inter¬ 
pretations of the films and 
characters he examines, but 
his assertions, even when 
open to dispute, are always 
within reason. The only ma¬ 
jor oversight is the lack of an 
index (most of the Citadel 
books don’t have one), which 
is irritating because so many 
films and production talents 
are mentioned. 

Books on lesbian and gay 
films are almost as rare as 
honest portrayals of homosex¬ 
uals. Although another trip 
down memory lane (as op¬ 
posed to a comprehensive 
look at some pivotal works) is 
perhaps not the most pressing 
need of the nascent field of 
gay film studies, Hadleigh has 
turned in an accessible and 
marvelously illustrated slice 
of our cinematic history. ▼

Excavating the Author 

The Passion of Michel Foucault 
by James Miller; Simon and Schuster, $27.50

J ames Miller begins his 
biography of philoso¬ 
pher, critic, homosexual, 
and S/M enthusiast 
Michel Foucault as Fou¬ 
cault began his biographies of 
others: with the death of the 
author. It’s a clever trick, but 
one that Miller should have 
done without. That theatrical 
first chapter makes it appear 
that the whole purpose of this 
second major biography in 
two years of the subject is to 
discuss one rumor: did Michel 
Foucault, knowing he already 
had AIDS, knowingly and 
perhaps willingly infect other 
gay men during his trips to 
San Francisco in 1983?

cause he was ambitious to 
succeed as an intellectual (yes, 
that’s a career in France) and 
intellectual fashion saved the 
spotlight for those who found 
new ways of demolishing the 
status quo. 

A Dream Come True 

Foucault’s favorite vaca¬ 
tion spot in the late ’70s and 
where “limit-experiences” 
were a way of life for many 
men. Miller theorizes that 
Foucault’s obsession with 
“the Passion,” the erotically 
stimulating death modeled on 
the Bible story of the crucifix¬ 
ion of Jesus, his belief that 
“sex is worth dying for,” and 
his statement that the best 
way to die was from a sexual 
disease (“a disease of Pas¬ 
sion”) may have led him to 
continue in the bathhouse 
scene when it was already ob¬ 
vious men were dying from a 
sexually transmitted disease. 

Foucault’s statements also 
prompted speculation that he 
willingly spread the disease 
here in the fall of 1983, after 
he was already ill. There 
seems to be no question that 
Foucault had unsafe sex be¬ 
tween his diagnosis and 
death; the question is, 
whether he intentionally in¬ 
fected others, or engaged in 
consensual sex with other 
men who also believed their 
fate was already sealed. 


ings. Foucault’s crime was 
nothing worse than the 
“crime” of many men at that 
time: denial that this plague 
could be possible, the feeling 
that life without those experi¬ 
ences wouldn’t be worth liv¬ 
ing. 

Perhaps this is the biggest 
flaw in Miller’s book. He 
tends to look at the man’s phi¬ 
losophy for the keys to his be¬ 
havior, rather than looking at 
the man who, as Miller con¬ 
stantly reminds us, used his 
philosophy as something be¬ 
hind which he himself could 


“disappear.” For all his bril¬ 
liant theorizing, Foucault was 
also a man with a huge ego, 
essentially selfish, certainly 
self-centered. By analyzing his 
philosophy and not his char¬ 
acter for clues, Miller lets 
Foucault get away with disap¬ 
pearing behind the mask he 
worked all his life to build. 

On the plus side, Miller 
does not sensationalize the 
raunchy aspects of the story 
nor does he minimize them, 
as did Foucault’s French biog¬ 
rapher, who reduced the 
drugs-S/M aspect to less than 


a page. Miller quotes Randy 
Shilts on the bathhouse scene, 
but wisely notes that Shilts’ 
own intense prejudices 
against any kind of casual sex 
colored his reporting and his 
book. 

Although Miller is a 
straight man, he tells a gay 
man’s story fairly, evenhand- 
edly, and without flinching at 
the dirty parts. And he spells 
out Foucault’s ideas in plain 
English — which may be the 
best way to put the last nail 
in any philosopher’s coffin. 
▼ 


Though this book is a very 
clear explication of Foucault’s 
ideas, it is also an archeology 
of the motives and choices 
that led to his death eight 
years ago from AIDS. Fou¬ 
cault was an advocate of the 
idea of “transgression,” a sort 
of devil’s brew of Nietzschean 
“will to power” and Kantian 
philosophy. He believed the 
way to the “New Man” was 
early ’80s was here in San 
Francisco, where he found in 
the South of Market sex clubs 
and bathhouses not just a gay 
man’s sexual paradise but a 
Nietzschean philosopher’s 
dream come true, places 
through the “limit-experi¬ 
ence,” defined loosely as any¬ 
thing that stretched one’s lim¬ 
its, be they mental (whether 
through intellectual exercise 
or drugs) or sexual (through 
S/M). 

His philosophy made no al¬ 
lowances for any human mo¬ 
tivations outside the will to 
dominate. All human interac¬ 
tions were “games of power.” 
He had outright contempt for 
the “humanist” ideas of his 
French predecessors, especial- 


Biggest Flaw 

Miller does a good job ex¬ 
cavating Foucault’s intellectu- 
alized “passions,” but he may 
have overlooked the obvious: 
even philosophers who call 
death “the ultimate experi¬ 
ence,” coming face to face 
with their own very real 
deaths, tend to blink and act 
as irrationally as lesser be-

O pera has its gay 
fans both high and 
low, from the sa¬ 
cred talents of gay 
conductors, composers, and 
singers to the more profane 
talents of aficionados at the 
Met who will weep at Aida’s 
death and then cruise the 
bathrooms. This novel is 
about one of the singers, a 
tenor, albeit a second string 
tenor. It’s a sort of In the 
Shadow of the Stars set in 
Naples. 

Michael Ruane is in 
Naples to sing a minor part in 


Tosca, stage an Italian ver¬ 
sion of a Benjamin Britten 
piece, and get over the death 
of his ex-lover. This emotion¬ 
ally repressed man who can’t 
grieve is thrust into the Italy 
of torrential passions — about 
everything from who’s a bet¬ 
ter soprano to whose market 
sells the best oranges. The 
diva from Tosca recruits him 
to attend a family wedding in 
the guise of “the uncle from 
Rome,” to impress the locals. 
Michael ends up entangled in 
the family affairs of the wed¬ 
ding party and the personal 
affairs of a singer in the piece 
he is staging. 
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“TELL ME ABOUT YOUR FIRST TIME” 



There are a lot of familiar 
elements here, but Campbell 
can’t help some of them. It’s 
the territory of Henry James 
and E.M. Forster — repressed 
people amidst hotly emotion¬ 
al people. Campbell’s prob¬ 
lem is that he starts the book 
trying to put on a tragi-come- 
dy; this makes the tragedy 
comic and the comedy flat. 
For the first 100 pages, it’s an 
indecisive book. We know 
nothing about Michael, or his 
dead lover, even though 
they’ve been introduced at 
the beginning. But after that 
first third, when Michael (and 
the author) decide to confront 
death and grieving, and the 
failed comic aspect is aban¬ 
doned, that the book opens 
up. 

Bad At Good 

Campbell is not at his best 
when he is trying to be 
“good.” A surreal description 
of the marketplace where 
vendors act like a Greek cho¬ 
rus on Michael’s psyche, 
reads like a high school at¬ 
tempt at metaphor. And the 
ending, a religious epiphany, 
provokes no emotional re¬ 
sponse. But at the core of the 
book are a few scenes worthy 
of awards on their own; a 
young Italian singer (who is 
also a transvestite prostitute) 
with AIDS sings a song in a 


deserted square late at night, 
and forces Michael to con¬ 
front his emotions. Michael 
recalls his breakup and the 
death of his lover, whom he 
was forbidden to see during 
his illness. 

At the end of the novel, 
Michael hits one of the six 
“truly great notes” his teacher 
once told him he had in him, 
which he would have to space 
over his career. Campbell’s 
own great notes occur earlier, 
but like a brilliant aria in a 
mediocre production, they are 


worth the price of admission. 

This novel echoes Ed¬ 
mund White’s excellent short 
story, “An Oracle,” sometimes 
uncomfortably so. Campbell’s 
work is best when he sings 
plainsong, telling the story he 
has really come to tell. Buy 
the book for this story, and if 
you want a great novel about 
operatic passion, try Andrew 
Harvey’s Burning Houses, a 
book full of gossip about 
Callas and Cocteau, and wor¬ 
thy itself of being staged as 
an opera. ▼ 


New and Improved 

Positively Gay 

edited by Betty Berzon; Celestial Arts, $11.95

T he phrase “new and 
improved” has be¬ 
come so overused 
that it is almost al¬ 
ways greeted with skepticism. 
How refreshing it is to truth¬ 
fully apply it to a book 
which had a great impact 
when it first appeared in 1979 
and now in a new, updated 
edition should have an even 
greater one today. 

In his excellent foreword 
to Positively Gay, Congress¬ 
man Barney Frank reminds 
readers that “Exhibit A for 
my arguments is the fact that 
gay men and lesbians have 
made our greatest gains in 
combatting anti-gay prejudice 
during the very period in 
which our society has learned 
about AIDS.” Frank’s point is 
vital because the doomsayers 
in the early ’80s were certain 
that the AIDS epidemic 
would spark a public back¬ 
lash and a crushing defeat for 
our movement. Frank goes 
on to spotlight the main fac¬ 
tor which has propelled gay 
society forward; increased vis¬ 
ibility, which has made Amer¬ 
ica realize who gay men and 
lesbians really are. 

The 1979 edition of Posi¬ 
tively Gay was a valuable 
guide, resource and facilitator 
in what became a massive 
coming-out effort. And consid¬ 
ering the ongoing battles and 
new challenges of 1993, this 
expanded edition will proba¬ 
bly play a vital role in our 
further advances. 

Editor Berzon starts out 


once more with the first es¬ 
sential: “Developing a Posi¬ 
tive Gay and Lesbian Identi¬ 
ty.” In sections on reinvent¬ 
ing ourselves, deprogram¬ 
ming the negatives from our 
psyches, and demythologizing 
the cultural lies, she spells out 
how necessary it is to develop 
a positive self-image in order 
to forge a new life. 



The succeeding sections 
and individual selections ex¬ 
plore what being positively 
gay means in various areas: 
personal issues and social op¬ 
tions, partnering, family rela¬ 
tions, parenting, religion, 
practical business and other 
choices, AIDS, race relations, 
gay and lesbian culture, etc. 

While the ’79 edition also 
covered many of these same 
areas, the current one, with 
its new selections and ap¬ 
proaches, is more applicable 
to gay life today. For in¬ 
stance, Mark Thompson’s 
“ComingOut Inside” explores 
knowing oneself thoroughly 
as a vital preliminary to the 
formation of a new social 
identity as a gay man or a les¬ 
bian. John Preston’s “The Im¬ 
portance of Telling Our Sto¬ 
ries” emphasizes the value of 


sharing in the creation of a 
gay community. 

Of course, AIDS, the most 
powerful influence on gay life 
to appear since ’79, is repre¬ 
sented, and Berzon and her 
contributors wisely confine 
themselves to staying positive 
in the face of the scourge by 
concentrating on the personal. 
So we have “Gay Male Sexu¬ 
ality: Exploring Intimacy in 
the Age of AIDS” by Michael 
Shernoff and “Reunification: 
Changing Relationships Be¬ 
tween Gay Men and Lesbians 
Coping With AIDS” by Terry 
Wolverton. 

Other racial groups besides 
Caucasians are represented 
by writers Ayofemi Folayan 
(African Americans), Eric- 
Steven Gutierrez (Latinos), 
Terry Gock (Asian-Pacific Is¬ 
landers), and Terry Tafoya 
(Native Americans). Gutier¬ 
rez’s piece is especially pow¬ 
erful because of his working 
parts of the tragic life of a gay 
great-uncle who was viciously 
treated by the macho Latino 
culture into his essay. 

Though unquestionably 
still aimed mainly at gay 
males and lesbians, this new 
edition of Positively Gay also 
has cross-over potential — 
partly because of its greater 
coverage of contemporary is¬ 
sues but even more because 
mainstream acknowledgment 
of gay people has grown im¬ 
pressively since 1979. Hetero¬ 
sexuals need to know how 
and where we are we are; 
they need to to know why 
and how we mean to live pos¬ 
itively. ▼

sections which required a 
more elaborate production 
crew — scenes of pieces by the 
gay men’s performance 
group, High Risk, and short 
monologues by a young actor 
friend of mine, Eric, which I 
folded into the work. 

How does the High Risk 
Group figure in? 

The reason — one of the 
reasons — I used the High 
Risk Group was because the 
focus of the film — at least 
two years ago — was a High 
Risk member, Nic Pereira. 
Nic dropped out of my pro¬ 
ject for personal reasons, al¬ 
though he’s still fundamental 
to the film. But now there’s 
no one person who’s the cen¬ 
ter of the film. There are 13 
individuals who I’ve filmed. 
It’s been much more democ¬ 
ratized. In a sense, though, 
the film is about me and my 
processes — and presumably 
those of most other people on 
the planet. 

Going from one subject to 
13 seems like ... . 

The film has changed only 
in that sole respect — instead 
of having one person as the 
focus, they’re 13 who are fo¬ 
cused on to a greater or lesser 
extent, depending on how it 
goes in the editing. There are 
three of those who I find are 
more compelling for me, and 
I’m quite certain I’ll use more 
footage of them than the oth¬ 
ers. But it won’t be about my 
connection with one individu¬ 
al. 


You said the film was about 
“enchantment”—with anoth¬ 
er individual you know lit¬ 
tle about. But in the course 
of making this film, you 
must form some sort of rela¬ 
tionship with your subjects, 
and I’d imagine that affects 
how you view them. 

I’m glad you brought that 
up, because that gets at a very 
important element, which is 
basically how fragile, how 
ephemeral, these kinds of fan¬ 
tasies can be — and how easily 
they can be destroyed. Some¬ 
one can open their mouth, 
and the fantasy will evapo¬ 
rate. Someone can take off 
their clothes, and it will ... 
change. 

Did that happen for you? 

Absolutely. It happened a 
lot. And it was a very inter¬ 
esting process. That’s part of 
what I hope to convey in the 
film. We wrap this person in 
a kind of idealized clothing or 
whatever — figuratively and 
literally — and what’s 
wrapped up there very often 
is something that doesn’t ex¬ 
ist, except in one’s head. 

That gets at another point 
of the film, which is what are 
we after, what kind of connec¬ 
tion are we looking for. 

Did any of the 13 you 
worked with retain their 
mystery for you afterwards? 

The three that I’m going to 
use more footage of did — and 
do. In gay male life such a 
premium is placed on looks 
and appearances. Not that 
these people in the film are 
necessarily Adonises or fit 
any stereotype of gay beauty, 
it’s what they sparked in me. 


But it’s still a matter of sur¬ 
face appearance in some way, 
although I imagine it goes 
deeper. I invest them with a 
great deal more, anyway. 

How does your psychology 
work affect — influence — 
your film work? 

It’s not giving me as much 
time as I would like to devote 
to my film. That’s one thing. 
[Laughs.] Psychology is an in¬ 
terest that I’ve had forever. 
Some of my films have dealt 
more directly or indirectly 
with certain psychological is¬ 
sues in that realm [of his new 
film], I see them as intercon¬ 
nected yet separate at the 
same time. I don’t use film- 
making as therapy or film my 
therapy sessions. There’s a 
certain way in which as a 
filmmaker you’re tuned in to 
being a keen observer of the 


scene, visually and otherwise, 
and as a therapist, you’re also 
in the observer role. 

You’ve collaborated with 
writers in the past — 

Michael Blumlein on 
Decodings. Is that difficult 
for you? How did you and 
Stephen Beachy hook up? 

One of the reasons the film 
has taken so long is that the 
original writer I was working 
with dropped out of the pro¬ 
ject after a year. I needed to 
find a new writer. Stephen 
was recommended to me by 
Rob Epstein. I read The 
Whistling Song and was 
quite impressed and struck by 
it on a number of levels — 
very visual, very perceptive, 
imaginative. We’ve just start¬ 
ed, but I’m really excited 
about working with him. It’s 
going very well. 

Working with other people 


is challenging. It’s hard to 
give up part of the creative 
control, but it’s also enriching 
to bring somebody else’s per¬ 
spective to the project and in¬ 
corporate it. 

When we were talking be¬ 
fore, you said this project 
bared a part of yourself that 
made you uncomfortable 
and somewhat vulnerable. 
Explain that remark. 

This film will not fall into 
the politically correct catego¬ 
ry. It’s voyeuristic, and some 
might see it as objectifying 
people, exploitive. The sub¬ 
jects of the film tend to be 
much younger men than me. 

The film addresses AIDS 
in not a direct way, which 
might be problematic for 
some. For me the horror of 
AIDS, more than anything 
else almost, is that it can de¬ 
stroy or explode the notion of 
physical beauty in a way 
that’s so awful. And that’s 
part of the subtext. An impor¬ 
tant part. 

I see the film as very sex¬ 
positive, gay-positive, and it 
sort of traffics in the notions 
of what’s beautiful, what’s our 
composite sexual fantasy, what 
are those elements. In that 
sense it fights it [AIDS], but it 
doesn’t ignore it. 

In all these areas, I’m not 
making an educational film or 
a propaganda film or a docu¬ 
mentary. For me the best art 
is not made by consensus — or 
motivated by political correct¬ 
ness. It comes out of being 
true" to one’s vision, even if 
that vision makes the audience 
uncomfortable — or [laughs] 
makes me uncomfortable, 
which it definitely does some¬ 
times. ▼

Kerrigan Black was pulled 
from this world into the next 
by the full moon of March 8. 
Kerrigan was born in Chicago 
and completed his education 
at some of the nation’s finest 
academic institutions; Phillips 
Andover Academy, where he 
was junior and senior class 
president; a B.A. from Stan¬ 
ford; and an M.A. in folklore 
from UC Berkeley with an 
emphasis on African Ameri¬ 
can music. 


After completing his aca¬ 
demic career, Kerrigan fo¬ 
cused on music for the rest of 
his life. He sang in many jazz 
clubs in the early ’80s and 
continued a 20-year career of 
composing songs. He was 
working on a children’s al¬ 
bum when he was diagnosed 
with AIDS-related kidney fail¬ 
ure on December 31, 1992. 

Since 1984 Kerrigan put 
his energies into solo perfor¬ 
mances, especially his one- 
man show on African-Ameri¬ 
can song entitled Tryin’ To 
Get Home. This show, seen 
by thousands, spoke of the ac¬ 
complishments of African 
Americans and of their won¬ 
derful music. Kerrigan’s heart 
was overflowing with love for 
all people, especially children. 
He loved the song “Some¬ 
where Over the Rainbow.” 
Now he is over that rainbow. 

His partner of 15 years, 
Larry Cross, and his parents, 


sister, and many friends, and 
thousands of school children, 
are tremendously saddened 
by his passing. His spirit, cre¬ 
ative expression, and gift of 
love were a joy in which to be 
wrapped. We will miss him 
deeply and will always love 
him from the bottom of our 
hearts.

Living in Three 
Worlds 


The Color of Trees 
by Canaan Parker; Alyson, $8.95 

by Marv. Shaw 

P eter Givens, 13, goes 
from his home in 
East Harlem to Briar- 
wood School on a 
scholarship, and is plunged 
into two new worlds. One is 
the white boys’ prep school 
environment, where scions of 
the privileged get a classic, 
quasi-British education. The 
other world, less distinct but 
certainly as real — and ulti¬ 
mately more important — is 
the universe created by Pe¬ 
ter’s emerging gayness. A 
third, more familiar world, is 
the black milieu he has 
known all his life. The time 
seems to be in the late ’60s 
and/or early 70s. 

Apprehensive about both 
racial and class differences, 
Peter finds that the latter is 
not troublesome, partly be¬ 
cause his bookish inclinations 
have helped him reach the ed¬ 
ucational status of his white 
classmates. The racial differ¬ 
ence is more serious, especial¬ 
ly when the black conscious¬ 
ness of some fellow students 
makes Peter seem Uncle Tom- 
ish. 

But Peter’s gay conscious¬ 
ness is already pretty well de¬ 
veloped, and he finds himself 
highly attracted but also 
deeply troubled regarding his 
affection for one mercurial 
boy. 

Parker’s narrative point of 
view incorporates both the ac¬ 
tual teen-age Peter Givens 
and the wiser adult recalling 
his life. However, the primary 
identification is with the gay 
black adolescent. Parker cap¬ 
tures the abrupt changes and 
emotional contradictions of 
that time of life very well.

Rigid 'Roast' 


The Mystery Roast 

by Peter Gadol; Crown Publishers, $20

E ric Auden — moping, 
uncertain, unhappy, 
and recently divorced 
— lives on an extend¬ 
ed temporary basis with his 
mother in an Upper East 
Side apartment in New York 
City. In a moment of fateful 
desperation, he swipes a rela¬ 
tively unimportant ancient 
Cycladic idol from a museum. 
Thus begins Peter Gadol’s 
new novel, The Mystery 
Roast. 

Already, the title is confus¬ 
ing. The Mystery Roast refers 
to both the small West Vil¬ 
lage cafe above which Eric 
sublets an apartment and its 
unidentifiable blends of cof¬ 
fee. A more appropriate title 
might be The Goddess of De¬ 
sire, the name given to the 
idol. 

Although much of the nov¬ 
el is set in and around the 
cafe, the idol itself is at the 
center of the action. Much of 
the time, the idol appears to 
be magical and influential in 
the lives of the book’s charac¬ 



ters, but the author’s tone in¬ 
dicates that it is he who con¬ 
trols the action. 

Even though the prose is 
competent and Gadol’s de : 
scriptions of the various New 
York venues and lifestyles 
clear and accurate, he writes 
methodically. Instead of al¬ 
lowing his diverse characters 
(and they’re all here: gay, 
straight, divorced, downtown 
artist, uptown art dealer, sin¬ 
gle, successful, eager, tired) 
and their disparate dynamics 
to crackle, Gadol too strictly 
follows what seems to be a 
prescribed agenda, resulting 
in a novel-by-numbers. With 
so little life to it, The Mys¬ 
tery Roast is more like a cup 
of instant. ▼

A ny of the terrified 
heterosexuals who in¬ 
sist that gays can 
serve in the military 
as long as they remain firmly 
in the closet ought to read 
this new collection of short 
pieces by Isabel Miller. A 
Dooryard Full of Flowers is 
a compilation of tales from 
the closet and a painful re¬ 
minder of just how damaging 
hiding ourselves can be. 

Miller is best known for 
Patience and Sarah, her 1969 
novel of lesbian love set in 
the early years of the 19th 
century. Filled with tender¬ 
ness and courage, with a little 
cross-dressing thrown in for 
seasoning, Patience and 
Sarah was, and is, a break¬ 
through novel, one that im¬ 
proves with each reading. Its 
abrupt ending, however (Bar¬ 
bara Grier said that it ended 
as though “it’s seven o’clock 
and [Miller has] a dinner en¬ 


gagement at eight”), was the 
result of the author’s original 
plan to tell the story in two 
parts. 

Alas, the second novel was 
never finished, but two chap¬ 
ters from that effort are in¬ 
cluded in Dooryard. The 
promise of these chapters 
makes me long even more for 
the second novel, but there is 
real pleasure in finding Sarah 
and Patience in a new place. 

The other stories in this 
collection are well-written but 
painful to read. Miller’s char¬ 
acters are lost to themselves 
and the world because of the 
homophobia that permeates 
their universe. “Paid Up” con¬ 
tains some remarkably famil¬ 
iar denial as Emma insists 
that she is not a lesbian. “I’m 
not. Just because I love. Have 
loved for 17 years. A woman. 
Doesn’t make me. One of 



those.” The horror of being 
the target of a government 
witch hunt — and the underly¬ 
ing belief that the target must 
be guilty of something (of be¬ 
ing gay, at least) — is the fate 
of “Strangers in Camelot.” 

Miller’s strengths as a writ¬ 
er include the creation of en¬ 
tirely believable and individ¬ 
ual characters, but her choice 
of the best voice and style for 
each story is particularly note¬ 
worthy. A Dooryard Full of 
Flowers is a fine collection of 
cautionary tales. We must 
never submit to the closet 
again. ▼

Townsend’s continu¬ 
ing hero, a master at reading 
personalities and at being top 
to his adoring lover Frank, a 
stunning young actor on the 
brink of stardom. Their 
household is in a developing 
section of Beverly Hills and is 
managed by an older, muscu¬ 
lar major-domo named Den- 
nie. The pool and the design¬ 
er dungeon see much S/M 
and other sexual play. 

But there are threats to 
their idyll: a scabrous tabloid 
shit purveyor threatening to 
out Frank; the murder of 
their wealthy neighbors, the 
Orsinis; the mutual animosity 
of Paul and Rupert, the Orsi- 
ni’s sons; the sudden appear¬ 
ance of young Jeff and Alfie, 
fugitives from the corn belt; 
and the strong probability 
that the strapping, handsome 



gardener, Hugo, is not really 
as dumb as his ox-like behav¬ 
ior suggests. 

Threaded through the 
sleuthing are the probability 
of heavy drug trading, Jeffs 
troubles with his homophobic 
contractor father, and the po¬ 
tential threat that the 
exquisite but vigorous S/M 
will be discovered by the 
wrong people and wreak hav- 


Townsend handles the sex, 
the detecting, the violence 
and the difficulties of emo¬ 
tional flares with considerable 
aplomb. Even when discur¬ 
sive passages are necessary, 
the tension remains taut, and 
the pace does not slacken. 

The only major lapse is the 
use of a voyeuristic advantage 
far beyond the supposed intel¬ 
ligence of those being spied 
on. The subtle bonus is 
insight into the values of a 
consensual S/M that is far 
from vanilla.
